IHE world can now be given the truth 

about Pearl Harbor. Roosevelt ord- 
ered it suppressed as a military secret. 
New Deal politicians have tried, by 
every possible means, to keep the facts 
from the public. 


Many men, however, were witnesses 
to the events. Records were kept and 
conversations recorded. Under demo- 
cratic government, citizens have ways 
for gleaning knowledge even when de-

Current reports about Governor 
Dewey having the facts and refrain- 
ing from using them in the 1944 political 
campaign because we were at war with 
Japan, are true. A committee of United 
States Senators and Representatives has 
been appointed to investigate the 
tragedy, but fear is being expressed, 
that New Deal members may be able to 
again suppress the truth—as was the 
case with the earlier Knox and Roberts 
reports, managed by Roosevelt. 


Some well meaning people may ob- 
ject that the matter should be dropped 
because Roosevelt and Knox, two of the 
principal conspirators, are dead. In re- 
buttal, let is be noted that these two 
figures, to whom the American people 
entrusted great responsibility, prevented 
the discussion while they lived. If they 
are dead, so are the thousands of men 
who perished that black December 
Seventh, Nineteen Hundred and Forty- 
One. 
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Moreover, most of the members of the 
notorious “palace guard” are alive, 
Some of them are known to still be ac. 
tive in White House circles. 


And ... what about Admiral Kimmel 
and General Short? They are alive, 
languishing under the weight of odium 
loaded on them by Roosevelt, their lips 
sealed by official orders, denied the 
right of court martial. 


Mr. Flynn’‘s report to the Nation traces 
the steps taken by the late President 
toward involvement in the world’s most 
terrible holocaust, while assuring the 
public that he “hated wah!” Plans had 
already been made for sending Ameri- 
can troops to the four corners of the 
globe at the time he was promising par 
ents their boys would never fight on 
“foreign soil.”

must be evident to every fair-minded 
person that Mr. Truman inherited an 
ugly situation when he assumed the 
duties of the Presidency. From sources 
at Washington, the public now under. 


stands that Roosevelt trusted few, if any, .

6 worlds were framed by the 

word of God, so that things which 
are seen were not made of things which 
do appear.” Hebrews 11:3. 


Please weigh these words. 


The worlds were framed . . . Things 
which are seen (the material world), 
were not made of things which do ap- 
pear (the spiritual world). 


Things physical result from spiritual 
causes. The relation of the INVISIBLE 
to the VISIBLE, is that of cause to effect. 
Creative processes are spiritual. The 
material world is the chemicalized effect 
of creative, spiritual causes. 


The world of reality is NOT the ma- 
terial world. The world of reality IS the 
spiritual world. The material sciences 
deal only with outer effects. The scien- 
tist begins with observed facts and 
works from the known to discover the 
unknown.. 


Science is still experimenting in the 
realm of secondary causes and effects. 
It reveals nothing primal or ultimate. It 
does not explain the first principles of 
astronomy, physics, chemistry, biology, 
physiology or psychology ... because 
the first principles and causes are all 
spiritual, and therefore beyond the realm 
of material demonstration. 


~ The scientist may register various 


chemical reactions from mental and 
emotional activities, but cannot locate 
the idea or the emotion. The scientist 
must search in vain for the poem in the 
brain of a poet, or the machine in the 
brain of the inventor. Surgeons have 
found shrapnel in the heart of a soldier, 
but they have not found the patriotism 
and courage responsible for his sacrifi- 


lal death. 


The motorist approaching a hill is con- 
scious of the need of increased power. 
This consciousness is mental. The mental 
energy is converted into psycho-physi- 
cal energy. with the result that he 
“steps on the gas.” Purely physical 
energies are thereby released, produc- 
ing an increase of material motion. Like- 
wise, God's spiritual activities, pouring 
forth from the unseen realm, are ever 
being converted into psychical and 
physical energies, which are expressed 
in vital processes and physical motion. 


God, the Creator and First Cause is 
Spiritual. Said the Christ to the woman 
of Samaria: “God is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth.” 


PUZZLING QUESTIONS 


Ask the materialistic scientist what he 
knows about God and His multiple 
manifestations .. . about primal causes, 
spiritual realities and the origin of na- 
ture’s reign of law. Ask him to explain 
how spiritual laws and forces produce 
and sustain spiritual laws and forces 
... how vast, stellar systems were pro- 
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duced, each including millions of suns 
and satellites, and why they behave as 
they do. 


Ask him where and under what con- 
ditions and circumstances the pri- 
mordial ether originated and how it is 
converted into units of energy and elec- 
trons ... under what conditions and cir- 
cumstances the several kinds of atoms 
are produced and how their specific 
gravity, affinity and combining proper- 
ties are determined. 


Ask him to tell, if he knows, what elec- 
tricity is and where the pull within the 
law of gravitation has its origin ... 
tell, if he can, what life is, how it came 
to exist and how primal types were pro- 
duced. 


This examination is meant to be 
neither sarcasm or negative criticism. 
These, and a thousand other intelligent 
and unanswerable questions, reveal 
some of the limitations of the material 
sciences. Many well meaning scien- 
tists, lacking knowledge of first causes, 
have arrived at erroneous conclusions. 
They have started with a false premise 
by assuming the reality of matter, in- 
stead of the reality of spirit. 


Since God is the primal Cause of all 
things, spiritual and natural, knowledge 
of Him and His attributes is the begin- 
ning of all true science, philosophy and 
religion. The Genesis statement cannot 
be improved: “IN THE BEGINNING 
GOD.” 


God the Eternal Spirit, manifest as the 
Supreme Being, is over all, through all, 
the primal Cause and continual Sus- 
tainer of all; yet transcends all, and is 
the ONE persistent Reality of the endur-

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Page 5 contains a photographic reproduc- 
tion of a typical pro-Communist smear attack 
upon Dr. Walter A. Maier... the noted Luth- 
eran Preacher, whose Sunday broadcasts are 
carried by 600 radio stations, reaching into 
28 countries. This blast, released in the form 
of a bulletin by L. M. Birkhead of the so- 
called “Friends of Democracy,” means that 
the forces of atheism are now being mobil- 
ized to destroy Dr. Maier and his Gospel 
labors. Christians throughout the Nation 
are hereby called upon to remember him in 
special prayer. 


HE die is cast. The forces of Christ 

and anti-Christ are now at close 
grips in America . . . and throughout the 
world. This is an hour of great peril for 
the Church of Jesus Christ. 


“Every spirit that confesseth not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is not 
of God: and this is the spirit of ANTI- 
CHRIST, whereof ye have heard that it 
should come; and even now is already 
“in the world.”

Paul’s prophecy, contained in his sec- 
ond letter to Timothy, is reaching ful- 
fillment before our eyes:

For men shall 
be lovers of their own selves, covetous, 
boasters, proud, blasphemers . . . fierce, 
DESPISERS OF THOSE THAT ARE 
GOOD.” 


A master plan has been mapped to 
destroy every Preacher in America, who 
exalts the Person and Deity of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Only Ministers preaching a 
negative, denatured, devitalized Gospel 
that reduces the Saviour to the level of 
other men are acceptable to these de- 
stroyers. 


Certain pulpit leaders who affirm their 
faith in the tenets of historical and evan- 
gelical Christianity have been marked 
for destruction. It is the purpose of the 
opposition to frighten, intimidate and 
coerce into silence the exponents of 
Christian truth down the line, while the 
ministries of men occupying positions 
of leadership are annihilated. Dr. Walter 
A. Maier, affectionately called “WAM” 
by his friends (because WAM sounds 
like “WHAM!”), is among the outstand- 
ing voices for Christ, destined to be 
silenced—if Communists and Com- 
munist fellow travelers have their way. 


The Birkhead technique is to smear 





Gospel Preachers in the public mind, as 
being “Fascist, Nazi, Seditionist, anti- 
Semitic, anti-Catholic, anti-Negro, anti- 
Labor, Pro-German, un-American” — 
and above all “FUNDAMENTALISTS.” 
This is their line and they follow it over 
and over again. One knows exactly 
what to expect when he opens a piece 
of their literature. If the victim is pro- 
American and against Communism, he 
will be smeared every time as a Nazi, 
Fascist, Seditionist, etc., etc. They place 
particular odium upon the term Funda- 
mentalism, presumably because a Fun- 
damentalist is one who believes in the 
pre-existence, deity, virgin birth, blood 
atonement, resurrection, ascension and 
return of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


And ... unfortunately there are a few 
men in the United States, professing to 
be Evangelicals or Fundamentalists, now 
known to be working covertly or open- 
ly, with the enemies of the Gospel. This 
comes as a shocking disclosure. Com- 
pared with these deceivers, Judas was 
a saint and Benedict Arnold a patriot! 
They are perfect examples of “wolves 
in sheep’s clothing.”

SR REHEAD. guiding hand of the so- 

called “Friends of Democracy,” was 
once a Methodist Preacher. He aposta- 
sized and became a Unitarian. He later 
established a place in Kansas City, 
Missouri called the “Liberal Center.” 
Prayers were not offered, nor the Scrip- 
tures read at his “services.” The Com- 
munist party used the building for 
their gatherings. 


In 1927, he challenged Dr. W. B. Riley 
to a series of public debates to deal with 
the Fundamentals of the Christian re- 
ligion. Discussions were held in 
Churches of several different cities. Dr.

Riley won every decision . . . but Birk- 
head’s utterances were regarded by 
Pastors and Laymen as being so objec- 
tionable and blasphemous that some of 
the debates had to be taken to public 
auditoriums. Let Christians bear these 


discussions in mind when they see Dr. . 


Riley’s name smeared in the press as a 
Nazi. Practically all such smears origin- 
ate with the so-called “Friends of 
Democracy.” 


In explaining how he came to first 
meet Birkhead, Dr. Riley says: 


“Bt the close of one of my lectures 
at Brainerd, Minnesota, Dr. Birkhead, 
Unitarian preacher of Missouri, intro- 
duced me to Sinclair Lewis, Birkhead’s 
wife, a Jewish Rabbi from Kansas City 
and wife, and ardently invited me to re- 
turn with them to Long Lake, as guest 
for at least a week's stay. I felt quite 
complimented, and had it not been for 
positive engagements, might have will-, 
ingly put my feet in the trap. Birkhead 
communicated to me that he was collab- 
orator with Sinclair Lewis on a new 
volume to be known as ‘Elmer Gantry.’ 
When, later, it came from the press, | 
realized at once, that I would have been 
roped into that rotten, volume had I suc- 
cumbed to their seductive appeal. In 
fact, that was their plan to catch me, as 
President of the Worlds Christian Fun- 
damentals Association.” 


Birkhead boasts, in a _ biographical 
statement prepared by his own hand, 
that he helped Sinclair Lewis write 
“Elmer Gantry”—the most scurrilous at- 
tack upon the Protestant clergy that ever 
came from a printing press. 


Dr. Maier may well feel complimented , 


for the type of enemies he makes by his 
preaching.

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When divisive and defeatist propa- 
gandas are spread under the guise of 
Christianity they are far more dangerous 
than when they are propagated by the 
pro-Fascist, rabble-rousing crowd of 
which Gerald L. K. Smith is the perfect 
example. The Reverend Walter A. Maier, 
Lutheran Fundamentalist minister from 
St. Louis employs the former tactic. 

Walter A. Maier’s sermons are rarely 
openly anti-Semitic, anti-Catholic, anti- 
our Allies, anti-Administration, or pro- 
Fascist. However, all these things are 
present in his preaching by implication. 

In one breath, we hear Maier say, “A 
Christian hates no one because of his 
race or creed.” And in the next Maier, 
Goebbels-like, shouts that Russian Com- 
munism is dominated by Jews and that 
the Catholic hierarchy long ago “. . . in- 
stituted far-reaching plans to muzzle the 
press and mold the mind of the people.” 

At present Maier broadcasts this form 
of anti-propaganda on the radio program 
entitled “The Lutheran Hour.” These 
broadcasts are heard over more than 600 
stations in 26 countries, including 42 
outlets in Australia and 26 in Canada. 
They are also heard in Alaska, as well as 
in South America. In addition to English, 
Spanish and Portugese are used in the 
broadcasts to Latin America. 

Maier’s broadcasts are also beamed to 
our Armed Forces overseas. Here at 
home, he exerts special effort to reach 
the troops stationed in the country. 
About 70 camps received transcriptions 
in 1943. 

It is reported that on May 3, 1944, 
the O.W.I. began shortwaving: a series 
of broadcasts by Maier to Germany. 

During 1940, and 1941, when war 
appeared imminent, Maicr was an oppo- 
nent of preparedness and an advocate of 
non-participation in “foreign” wars. 
“You need not be gifted with second 
sight to realize that if the United States, 
the last great bulwark of peace and de- 
mocracy, becomes a belligerant, finally 
none but the atheistic Communists can 
win ...”, he said. About Charles Lind- 
bergh, who at that time disseminated the 
Hitler-line of propaganda and became 
the hero of the pro-Fascists, Maier had 
these kind words to say, “Fourteen years 
ago a young aviator who conquered the 
Atlantic in a small airplane became a 
national hero. .. . Yet because he pleaded 
that our nation be kept out of Europe’s 
war, he is branded as a Fifth Columnist...” 

During this period, Maier was also an 
ardent admirer of the “the purifying 
influence of Vichy France.” Apparently 
these past years have not changed Maier’s 
mind. In March 1945, he said of the trial 
of Marshal Petain, “How easily the mind 
of the masses is changed; how abruptly 
a people’s mood can turn against a 
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national benefactor!” 

Pearl Harbor had little effect on 
Maier’s defeatism. He asserted that the 
war was a punishment by God on a sin- 
ful world and held no hope for improve- 
ment in the post-war period unless his 
own extremely orthodox and Funda- 
mentalist ideas were accepted. Maier im- 
plied that anyone opposed to his views 
was either an atheist, a Communist, or 
both. Stalin’s agents, he said, have pene- 
trated youth groups, labor unions, and 
Negro organizations, while “outright 
Communists” and “many radicals in the 
higher salaried brackets” were determin- 
ing government policy. 

Maier continued to oppose our Allies 
vigorously. ‘What assurance have we 
that tomorrow we will not be fighting 
against these with whom we are linked 
as Allies today?” he asked. His tirades 
against Russia were particularly vehe- 
ment: “Of what good will alliances with 
atheistic Communists be? According to 
the press, high officials in our country are 
disturbed over the spectre of the vic- 
torious Soviet armies controlling conti- 
nental Europe. . . .” Shortly before V-E 
day, Maier still was saying that the Ger- 
mans, “‘despite Hitlerism, have formed 
a human defense of the Christian faith 
and a bulwark against Communism. . . .” 

Meanwhile, ‘Maier opposed rationing, 
inferring that it was a blessing of God 
that America’s millions had not starved 
“despite rationing and restriction.” Vehe- 
mently he denounced the best-seller 
Under Cover, saying that. few books 
“have been as dangerous and destructive 
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. +” and that a number of those exposed 
by the book mercly werc amongst those 
who “before Pearl Harbor tricd to keep 
this country out of war... .” 

The notorious pro-Fascist and violent 
anti-Semite, Gerald L. K. Smith boasts of 
his friendship with Maicr. Although 
Maier readily denies any association with 
Smith, it is known that when Smith, 
leader of the America First Party and 
the American Nationalist movement, 
speaks in.St. Louis he visits and confers 
with Maier. Smith also knows Lawrence 
Reilly, a clerk in Maier’s office and 
former editor of a mimeographed maga- 
zine, the Eleventh Hour. This publica- 
tion carried Smith’s Nationalist News 
Service and it at least once carried a re- 
print . from .Maier’s magazine, the 
Walther League Messenger. Reilly late 
last month announced that the publica- 
tion was suspended, and Maier, who for 
months had allowed the magazine to be 
published under his nose, felt called upon 
to “deplore” the “unfounded” news dis- 
patches printed by Reilly. Reilly and 
Maier’s action followed an expose in the 
St. Louis Star Times and a furor on the 
campus of Concordia Seminary, where 
Maier is a professor and Reilly was a stu- 
dent. Seminary officials roundly de- 
nounced the Eleventh Hour and Gerald 
L. K. Smith. 

But, Maier hasn’t repudiated pro- 
Fascist and anti-Semitic publications 
such as America in Danger, X-Ray, 
Gentile News, Western Voice, King’s 
Gazette, and Gerald Winrod’s Defender, 
which have made frequent use of his 
statements. Openly however, Maier lav- 
ishes his praise only on the supposedly 
more “respectable” anti-propaganda pub- 
lication, The Chicago Tribune and its 
editor and publisher, Colonel Robert R. 
McCormick. When McCormick declared 
that “Communist control of our politi- 
cal parties is imminent,” Maier com- 
mented on the Colonel’s “remarkable 
address.” It is reported too that Maier 
is cooperating with Smith in-an effort to 
unite all “Nationalists” in the country 
to wreck. the “Roosevelt peace.” 

As a minister who purports to spread 
only the gospel of Christ and Christian- 
ity, but in practice frequently uses re- 
ligion as a guise for the dissemination of 
anti-propaganda, Walter A. Maier war- 
rants close watching. His sermons are 
heard by millions of people every week. 
Because of his indirection, Maier makes 
it very difficult for the layman to dis- 
tinguish between his propaganda and his 
religious teaching. Apparently Maier 
does not believe in the Hitler technique 
of shouting -his propaganda openly. 
Rather Maicr preaches his anti-propa- 
ganda and his defcatism more subtly and 
by implications.

AME 1938 ... and the Editor of The 
Defender, having received from Con- 
gressional sources at Washington, in- 
formation regarding the totalitarian plan 
for attacking and destroying America 
from within, decided to seek a seat in 
the United States Senate. His published 
program and appeal to the Kansas elec- 
torate, included seven major proposals 
— from which he has never at any time 
deviated, the first being as follows: 


“DEFENSE OF CONSTITUTIONAL 
DEMOCRACY AGAINST ENCROACH- 
MENTS OF COMMUNIST, FASCIST 
AND NAZI PROPAGANDA.” 


Language could not be plainer. But, 
backed by a certain group of people 
and spending a certain kind of money, 
Birkhead went across the river from the 
Missouri side to Kansas City, Kansas 
... engaged a Post Office box and be- 
gan calling himself “Friends of Democ- 
racy.” He also secured the services of 
another left-wing Kansas City Preach- 
er who had a short time before, enter- 
tained Sally Rand, the fan dancer, in 
his pulpit to speak on behalf of the Com- 
munist revolution in Spain. 


This explains the origin of the so- 
called “Friends of Democracy,” which 
has since become a segment in the na- 
tion-wide underground spy system and 
Gestapo of the United States. Following 
the defeat of the Defender Editor, who 
was subjected to a nation-wide smear 
campaign of falsehood and villification, 
Birkhead’s backers set him up in busi- 
ness in New York City. For a time, he 
continued the Kansas City Post Office 
box as a branch and subsidiary head- 
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quarters. His outfit believes in free press 
and free speech for themselves, but 
would deny the blessings and advan- 
tages of American civil liberty to others. 


When Arthur Derounian (alias Roy 
Carlson, alias George Pagnanelli, alias 
Thomas L. Decker, alias John Correa, 
alias Rudolph Kibers) wrote the smear 
book, “Under Cover,” he did it as a 
stooge for the so-called “Friends of 
Democracy.” And that explains why 
Birkhead is so generously praised in its 
early pages. 


The following highly confidential let- 
ter, never megnt for general consump- 
tion . . . sent by Birkhead to a con- 
stituent December 6, 1941, is sufficient 
to illustrate the methods used when they 
organize to inflame public opinion 
against a victim. In this instance, it was 
Charles Lindbergh. This letter says: 


“It will take time and money to dis- 
credit Lindbergh and destroy him po- 
litically. But it will take only a little of 
your time to read the enclosed report. 
I beg you to do so, and please return it 
to me so I! can use it again. The return 
of Lindbergh to the seclusion and 
privacy he used to crave is of vital im- 
portance to all decent Americans. I re- 
spectfully and strongly urge you, though 
it may be far from easy, to contribute. 
Surely it is worth it. A check or money 
order to Friends of Democracy, 103 Park 
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Avenue, New York City, will be a nail 
in Lindbergh’s political coffin.”

T= “report” mentioned in the forego- 
ing letter is an enlightening docu- 
ment... because it shows, by their own 
admissions, that the Birkhead destruc 
tionists have succeeded in reducing 
smearing to a science. They say: 


“The purpose of this memorandum is 
not to repeat the case against Lindbergh. 
Our National Committee members are 
sufficiently well acquainted with the 
original material on this subject which 
we recently made public. Some of it 
has already appeared in newspapers 
and magazines. Each of you has a copy 
of our pamphlet, ‘Is Lindbergh A Nazi?’

What is more, Lind- 
bergh is clearly not an innocent dupe. 
Every word he utters, all his actions, 
show an understanding of his ‘destiny’ 
—an understanding of the Hitlerian 
technique for disrupting national unity: 
for promoting anti-semitism on a wide 
scale: for gaining control of city, state 
and national government. These diffi- 
culties, however, are not insurmount- 
able. Lindbergh’s influence can be 
overcome .... 


“This material on Winrod was put to 
good use in providing the background 
for countless magazine articles, news- 
paper reports, radio and other public 
addresses. More than two million 


pamphlets prepared by ‘Friends of 


Democracy’ have been distributed by 
churches, labor unions, schools, com- 
munity clubs, and individuals. However, 
it was in the Winrod project — the 
model for our present plan to beat Lind- 
bergh — that this material was used in 
the most spectacular and highly effec- 
tive fashion. 


“This pamphlet was distributed to all 
key men in the Republican Party or- 
ganization, to influential citizens, and 
to rural and city newspapers. It found 
its way into farms and factories, schools 
and churches. And, what is most im- 
portant, the disclosures created a local 
and national uproar. 


“The technique evolved in the Winrod 
case — that of preparing and distribut- 
ing documented pamphlets to key peo 
ple—was also used effectively on 
Father Coughlin. A special pamphlet 
was prepared (on Coughlin) and sent te 
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15,000 Catholic leaders at the time the 
fascist-minded priest had a radio audi- 
ence of 4,500,000 persons. Following this 
the Church exercised such restraint over 
him that he soon discontinued his broad- 
casts. 


“Now we have completed the ground 
work for applying this technique to 
Lindbergh. Because of nation-wide rami- 
fications it is the most ambitious project 
we have yet undertaken. 


“Briefly, our Lindbergh pamphlet 
must follow others we prepared into 
mine and mill, school, office, church and 
factory: into newspaper and magazine 
columns and public debate; into the 
minds and hearts of the people who can 
make or break Lindbergh. And the 
pamphlet must be followed up by let- 
ters, speakers, organizations — all the 
time-honored and tedious, but usually 
effective ingredients of a whirlwind po- 
litical compaign.” 


A well known Christian writer makes 
this analysis of the Birkhead technique: 
“For sheer, cold-blooded, diabolical 
specifications and blueprints for the 
ruin of an American citizen this is a 
prize. The ‘Friends of Democracy’ en- 
gage in character assassination on an 
extensive scale. They go about it in a 
workman-like manner. When a man is 
marked for ‘destruction,’ as they phrase 
it, the enterprise is called a ‘Project.’ 
The ‘Friends of Democracy’ take credit 
for the successful carrying out of th 
‘Lindbergh Project’.” .

Pouca I want to answer the ques- 

tions—"What'’s next? What's on the 
program?”—and I choose two verses of 
Scripture in connection with my answer 
. +. first the words of Jesus, the last words 
before He left this world and went to 
Heaven. He turned toward twelve young 
men who had caught the vision, whose 
hearts had been touched, who had been 
led to loyalty to Him, to receive Him as 
their Saviour. He said unto them, “Go 
ye into all the world and preach the 
Gospel to every creature.” The second 
passage is the word of obedience, as we 
find it in Acts 8:4, “They that were scat- 
tered abroad went everywhere preach- 
ing the word.” 


What about this thing called, "YOUTH 
FOR CHRIST?” What is the future? 
What are the plans? What is the job 
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toward which we roll up our sleeves 
and to which we look forward, and upon 
bended knee ask God, by the power of 
the Holy Spirit, to enable us to press on 
until Victory has come? 


We have, it seems to me, young peo- 
ple, a four-fold job, and I want you to 
get it tonight. The first big job which 
you and I have is to reach into every 
city, every town, every village, and 
every rural community on the North 
American continent and in the English 
speaking world with the Good News that 
Jesus Saves. 


Young people are ready. 
Young people are hungry. 
Young people are responsive. 
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They are tired of all this “boogie- 
woogie” that has been going on, and all 
of this “jitterbugging.” They want some 
thing that is REAL. They want something 
that challenges the heroic. They want 
something that demands sacrifice. They 
want something that appeals to the high- 
est and the holiest. They want something 
that is worth living for, and dying for, i 
necessary. They have found, as we have 
found,’ that the Gospel of Jesus Christ is 
the only thing that is ultimately worth 
living for and dying by. 


It is THEIR JOB, and it is MY JOB, to 
pray workers into ALL of these com- 
munities until ALL of the thirty-six mil 
lion and more young people in the 
United States, together with our brothers 
and sisters across the border in Canada, 
in Great Britain, Australia, New Zea 
land, and other English speaking coun- 
tries, shall have heard the Good News 
that the Lord Jesus Christ is able & 
save from sin.

fathers prayed and about which our 
mothers cried shall have come, and 
America shall have moved back once 
again to Almighty God. 


A third thing lies before us. It is this: 
We must lift up our eyes, not only to the 
hills, but also beyond the hills, and we 
must see a whole world that needs the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ today. We must 
not be satisfied with America, Canada, 
Great Britain, Australia, New Zealand 
.-. we must pray to God that the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ shall penetrate the lands 
of the Reformation once again. 


We may have to smuggle the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ into Russia, but in one 
way or another we are going to get in to 
the land of Russia with the glorious 
Good News that Jesus Saves. 


Japan needs Jesus Christ. Oh, I some- 
times pity Japan more than Germany. 
Germany is the story of a land that had 
the Truth but rejected it. Japan is the 
story of a land that NEVER had the 
truth of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. My 
heart goes out to that nation. 


I see you scores of Servicemen in this 
audience. You have been out over the 
world. You have seen what Christianity 
can do, and you have seen the lands 
which Christianity has never touched. 
You fellows KNOW more than any 
other people in the world, that the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ is THE THING; 
it’s the ONLY THING: it’s the thing that 
has brought all of the blessings of West- 
ern Civilization to us. 


In these days that lie ahead, as we 
penetrate every part of the English world 
and as we ask God to give us the spirit 
of cooperation and good-will with 
Churches, schools, and leaders here and 
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there, we must press the battle on the 
Mission Field. That leads me to the 
fourth word that I have tonight. 


It is possible in your generation and 
in my generation, in our time, to reach 
the last person on earth with the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. Will we do it? Will you 
accept the challenge? Are there young 
men in this audience tonight, who if I 
gave the call, would stand to your feet 
and say, “Torrey, by the Grace of God, 
my hand is linked with yours. My 
shoulders rub shoulders with yours.

The Santa Sindona---Or “Mantle Of Turin” 


Dr. J. O. Kinnaman ... Long Beach California 





OSEPH of Arimathea was the Uncle 

of Jesus. That is, His second Uncle, 
being the youngest brother of Mary’s 
father. Likewise he was known in the 
documents of ancient Rome as the “Tin- 
plate King.” In modern language we 
would say he was many times a mil- 
lionaire. He either owned or controlled 
fifty-two per cent of the tin mines of 
Wales. He was also a disciple of Jesus, 
his Nephew. 


It was a Roman law that, when a 
man was convicted and executed by 
crucifixion, only the nearest male rela- 
tive present could claim the body and 
take it from the Cross. Otherwise it was 
removed to the city “dump heap.” 


Joseph was the closest male relative 
to Jesus in Jerusalem at the time of His 
trial and death. He was therefore the 
logical one to go to Pilate and formally 


request custody of the body of his 
Nephew. Pilate could not refuse since 
the plea was in keeping with the pro- 
visions of Roman law. 


Since the time for the beginning of 
the Sabbath had already arrived, it was 
necessary to work fast, and with no lost 
motion. Thus Joseph secured the help of 
Nicodemus, and together they completed 
the task. 


On the way to Golgotha, the men 
bought a “sindona” in which to wrap 
the body. They also purchased one hun- 
dred pouncs of myrrh and aloes for 
embalming purposes. 


The word “Mantle,” used in the Eng- 
lish tongue, to designate the wrapping 
that enshrouded the body of Jesus js mis- 
leading, in that the term is now used to 
convey a “cloak” —which is entirely 
wrong. 
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ANGING in the Cathedral of Turin, 

Italy . . . is an artifact, puzzling in 
many respects. It does not belong to the 
Catholic Church, but is the private prop- 
erty of the King of Italy, or rather of his 
House, and loaned to the Church. It is 
known to Christians and archaeologists 
as the Holy Shroud, or the Mantle of 
Turin. | 


This precious garment is a single 
woven piece of cloth 162 inches long by 
52 inches wide. Meeting the eye today, 
it appears to be only a darkish brown 
piece of cloth, and would not under 
ordinary circumstances provoke a sec 
ond glance. But when one knows a 
little of its past, the artifact becomes a 
magnet to draw the observer closer. 
In the year 1578 it was placed in the 
Cathedral at Turin, to remain until the 
present time. To the naked eye, it looks 
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like a piece of linen cloth, possessing 
no visible marks. But the camera tells 


an entirely different story. 


The first picture of the garment was 
taken in 1898, and the man who took 
it was more surprised than the photog- 
rapher who accidentally discovered 
X-Ray. 

* * * 


pee word in the Greek New Testa- 
ment translated “mantle,” is “sidon.” 
The term is not of Greek origin, but prob- 
ably Egyptian, meaning what we would 
now call “mummy-cloth.” Thanks to 
archaeological science, we know 
mummy-cloths were made of purest 
linen, so fabricated in some instances, 
that only an expert could distinguish 
them from the purest silk. Such clothing 
was available on the markets of Pale- 
stine, imported from Egypt. 


In John 19:40 there appears a rather 
free translation: “They then took the 
body. of Jesus, and wound it (tied it up) 
in linen clothes with spices.” Linen 
clothes, used here, is one word in the 
Greek, and not two, as in English. The 
two English words are required to prop- 
erly translate the one from the Greek. 
The original also conveys the idea of 
“bandages” or the act of “wrapping 
round and round.” The spices were 
placed beneath the wrapping. This was 
a custom in the Near East for the pur- 
pose of temporarily preserving human 
flesh after death. 


Only John mentions the “napkin” 
(sondarion) as part of the wrappings. 
He does not use the word “sindona” — 
because this implies something quite 
different from a napkin. In Luke 23:52- 
53, however, the term “sindona” is em- 
ployed: “This man went unto Pilate, and 
begged the body of Jesus. And he took 
it down, and wrapped it (tied Him up) in 
linen (sindona) and laid it in a sepul- 
chre that was hewn in stone, wherein 
never man before was laid.” 


Matthew confirms this usage, accord- 
ing to Matthew 27:59, “And Joseph 
wrapped it in a clean linen cloth (sin- 
dona).” I prefer to translate “clean” in 
this passage so it will read “fine,” be- 
cause this is a more accurate render- 
ing. Mark also used the word “sindona.” 


* * * 


OW the archaeologist is interested 

in exploring the question as to what 
actually took place AFTER Jesus was re- 
moved from the Cross. 


When Jesus was lowered from the 
Gross, the strip of linen comprising the 
Mantle was laid on a flat surface — the 
head of the body placed in the exact 
center of the cloth lengthwise. Then the 


end above the head was picked up and 
carefully spread over the top of the 
body. The cloth was thus brought into 
close contact with the almost naked 
body. The edges were carefully tucked 
along the sides, then the form wrapped 
by winding tape around it beginning at 
the feet. The spices were placed next to 
the body under the cloth. In this condi- 
tion, the Lord of Glory was laid in the 
already excavated tomb of Joseph, lo- 
cated on his private estate (now known 
as Gordon’s tomb). 


When Jesus arose, He evidently fold- 
ed or “rolled up” the mummy cloth, and 
laid it upon the partition wall in the 
tomb, there to be seen by the disciples 
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when they approached the sepulcher. 








Let us recall that Jesus, while hang- 
ing on the Cross, commended the care of 
His mother to John. John was the first 
to arrive at the tomb after Mary Magda- 
lene brought word about it being empty. 


To whom would the Mantle natural- 
ly be given? Common sense and cour- 
tesy would demand that it be turned 
over to the mother of the One whose 
form it had covered. John lived until 
about 100 A. D. He was the logical cus- 
todian of family heirlooms, and could 
be expected to hand the Mantle on to 
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intimates, among them being his close 
friend and student Polycarp. 
x x * 
1898, an Italian lawyer, Secondo 
Pia, an amateur photographer, con- 
ceived the notion that the Mantle ought 
to be photographed. He thought it would 
be a famous object to subject to photog- 
raphy —this having, up to that time, 
not been done. 


When attorney Pia’s negatives were 
developed, he could scarcely believe 
his eyes. He saw immediately that a 
negative, instead of a positive, had been 
photographed. Nothing of this kind had 
ever before been seen in the art. When 
a negative is made from a negative, the 
result is a positive; and that was exactly 
what happened in this case. The matter 
may be discussed another way: That 
which was light upon the shroud de- 
veloped black ... and that which was 
black, or dark, developed light. 


The photos showed both the front and 
the back of a man who was 5 feet and 
10 inches tall. By anatomical and anthro- 
pological measurements, He should 
have weighed about 180 pounds. The 
marks of the crown of thorns are visible 
on the brow: the nail-prints are not in 
the hands, but the wrists just above the 
hands. 


These spots are shown on the Shroud. 
Archaeologists have found this to be the 
correct place for nails holding the hands 
to the cross-piece of a Cross. This was 
the Roman method, and it kept nails 
from tearing the hands due to forward 
and downward pressure. The forearms 
were bound also to the transversal by 
means cf cords. The pictures show the 











abrasions on the sides of the neck. 
caused by carrying the beam up Gol- 
gotha’s hill. Even the welts resulting from 
the lash wielded by the Roman soldier 
are visible. 


Scientists, after many years of re- 
search, have unqualifiedly pronounced 
the Santa Sindona genuine. Learned 
men of all branches of science have 
shared in the research . . . physiologists, 
biologists, chemists, physicists, histor- 
ians and archaeologists all agree that 
it is not, and by its very nature cannot 
be, a forgery. 


The print on the cloth is not a paint- 
ing. as was one time supposed. The out- 
line of a Figure impressed thereon can 
only be the result of chemical action by 
perspiration, either moist or dry, of a 
human body coming in direct contact 
with certain spices (myrrh and aloes). 
Again, no one has ever painted such a 
face of placid and majestic appearance, 
as that shown upon this Shroud. Are we 
looking upon the actual negative, of the 
countenance and body of Jesus, the 
Christ? 


Dr. Paul Vignon, in the year 1901, 
maintained that the impression was a 
vaporigraph, caused by emanations 
from the body of Christ, for we are sup- 
posed to be dealing with the actual 
Shroud in which Joseph of Arimathea 
and Nicodemus wrapped the body of 
Jesus the fatal Friday evening. He pro- 
fessed to produce such by experiment 
upon cloth impregnated with oil and 
aloes. The doctor claimed this to be a 
natural negative in full life size. 


Of course, the discovery produced 
great interest among scientists, Clergy- 
men and Laymen. By 1903 there had 
appeared more than 3,500 articles, 
books, and other treatises dealing with 
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this famous artifact. Dr. Vignon coined 
a new word, “vaporigraph.” for his dis- 
covery. He did it by compounding cer- 
tain verbal factors. 


A new science has been created 
which makes crime a dangerous occu- 
pation — the taking of finger prints. Not 
long ago, such a thing would have been 
thought impossible because the marks 
left by fingers are not visible to the 
naked eye. 

According to the record, Jesus had en- 
dured extreme physical strain for not 
less than 48 hours. He had undergone 
what only one man out of ten ever sur- 
vived—the Roman scourging. He had 
suffered for hours the most awful physi- 
cal agony ever inflicted upon human be- 
ings — crucifixion. Can the condition 
of that body be imagined, when taken 
from the Cross and wrapped in that 
clean linen shroud? 


No new word, such as “vaporigraph” 
is needed to imply that the print of 
Christ's body on the Mantle, resulted 
from some sort of miracle. Chemistry 
has eliminated the necessity of the 
miraculous. If we knew of some other 
piece of material, touched by the Mas- 
ter, His finger prints could be taken 
after these many centuries. Chemists 
now know this to be a fact. 


* * * 


ETER and John (for John was “the 
other disciple”), saw the cloth lying in 
the tomb. Is it not reasonable to suppose 
that they should have taken it away as 
a treasure. Peter took the cup of the 
Last Supper with him when he fled to 
Antioch. 
The objection may be raised that a 
linen cloth could not survive for 2,000 
years. Let us examine that objection. 


The now famous Pharaoh, Tut-Ankh- 
Amen died circa 1375 B. C., but as is 
well known, his clothes were intact 
when the tomb was opened and the 
mummy found. Exposure to air did not 
deteriorate them. Those clothes are at 
least 3,375 years old. They are not in 
pieces. They are not brittle, ready to fall 
apart, but in the state they were when 
placed upon the Pharaoh. 


King Tut’s raiment is very modern, 50 
far as years are concerned. He reigned 
yesterday, as it were. How about the 
articles found by Dr. Petrie in the tomb 
of Mena, the first king of a united 
Egypt? Mena ruled centuries before King 
Tut. 

There were Pre-Dynastic people in 
Egypt in no way related to the Dynastic 
Egyptian, a blond people with red hair. 
whom the Dynastic Egyptians con- 
quered. In the tombs and graves of these

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people, cloth has been found in which 
the dead were wrapped. The bodies, in 
many cases had disappeared, but the 
cloth remained intact. How old is such 
cloth? Your guess is as good as mine. 


Would it be possible for the Shroud of 
Jesus to survive 2,000 years, if for the 
first 50 years it was in the possession of 
those who cherished it aitove all earthly 
possessions? John lived to the beginning 





of the second century: Ignatius, the last 
living man to know Jesus personally, 
died in the arena in October 117, A. D.;: 
James, the brother of Jesus lived long 
after the crucifixion; Mary, His mother, 
went to live with John. Polycarp, the 
close friend of Ignatius, and to whom the 
martyr wrote his last letter, was one of 
the Church fathers. John and Mary could 
have delivered it to Polycarp — who 
was Pastor of the Church at Smyrna. 


All but seventy-five years of the 
Mantle’s history is known to archaeolo- 
gists. Where it was during that time, and 
what happened to it, we do not know, 





except that it must have been in a fire, 
since one corner is burned. 


The first illustrated mention in manu- 
script, of the garment, is by Giulio 
Clovio in 1540. Sextus IV, Pope of the 
Roman church, in one of his works says: 
“Men may look upon the true blood and 
portrait of Jesus Christ Himself” in this 
Shroud. 


Let me call attention again to the fact 
that prints under certain conditions are 
indestructible as far as time is con- 
cerned; the destruction of the material 
alone could cause the destruction of the 
prints.

“No regard is to be paid in the en- 
slavement to the education, family con- 
nections, or dependent wives or children 
of the German deportees. NO EXEMP- 
TIONS WILL BE ALLOWED TO PRIESTS 
OR PASTORS. 


“In fact. Mr. Scandrett is quoted as 
saying a complete agreement has been 
reached between the United States and 
the U.S.S.R. on the matter of respect for 
religion in eastern Europe. 





“Under this alleged agreement the 
Russian Orthodox Church, recently re- 
adopted by the Kremlin will be given 
the status of the official religion in the 
Baltic Republics—Poland, eastern Ger: 
many, Czechoslovakia, Romania, Bul 
garia, Hungary, and Austria. Roman 
Catholics will be cut off from any pas- 
toral connection with Rome. 


“As partial confirmation of the lat 
ter plan, Marshal Tito in Yugoslavia 
announced on June 5 that the Roman 
Catholic Church in Croatia should be 
come independent of Rome and accept 
a status subordinate to that of the 
Orthodox Church. 


“If these are, indeed, Scandrett’s senti- 
ments, there can be litile friction be 
tween the American and Russian repa 
rations delegations on the subject of in- 
ternational legal questions. 


“Mr. Scandrett’s views are identical 
with those of the official Soviet line as 
it was promulgated in May, 1945, in a 
booklet called the ‘Treatment of De 
feated Germany,’ written by Mr. V. J. 
Jerome, and published by the New Cen 
tury Publishers of New York, the semi 
official printers for the Communist Po- 
litical Association.”

After the Civil War and the as- 
sassination of Lincoln, the Republican 
party’s status as a national unity party 
was quickly destroyed by carpet bagger 
depredations in the South preventing 
any decent Southerner ever voting a 
Republican ticket. 





The riding of the New Deal into power 
on the 1932 Democratic Platform con- 
stituted a rank case of Trojan Horse 
tactics. The New Deal performed IN RE- 
VERSE the chief pledges of that Plat- 
form. In place of American free enter- 
prise, the New Deal sought a govern- 
mentally-managed economy or economy 
of scarcity for bureaucratic direction of 
the people’s lives. Killing of pigs, plow- 
ing under of crops, etc., and passage of 
the unconstitutional N.R.A. and A.A.A. 
Acts, constituted the first steps in the 
New Deal program. 


When the Supreme Court later held 
such legislation unconstitutional, the 
New Deal flaunted the rulings as of 
“the horse and buggy days.” However, 
even Churchill could not remain silent 
about the New Deal war on private 
enterprise, saying: 


“The Washington administration has 
waged so ruthless a war on private 
enterprise that the United States, with 
none of the perils and burdens of Eu- 
rope upon it, is actually at the present 
moment leading the world back into the 
trough of depression.” 


Churchill seems not to have realized 
then that the next step in the New Deal 
program would be the actual placing 
upon the United States of the perils and 
burdens of Europe, along with an un- 
constitutional New Deal declaration for 
inter-dependence-of-nations, in lieu of 
American Independence. 


In the 1936 National Election, which 
followed the Supreme Court rulings 
against the N.R.A. and A.A.A. Acts, the

Time Magazine, the Vatican is fry- 
ing to pacify Moscow and eliminate 
points of friction between Catholicism 
and Communism.

FrROM this point on, the present 

article reproduces the written 
record of events as reported by Mr. 
John T. Flynn: 


N Wednesday, August 29, 1945, Presi- 

dent Truman gave out the reports of 
the Army and Navy Boards directed by 
Congress to investigate the responsibil- 
ity for the great disaster of December 7, 
1941, at Pearl Harbor. These Boards had 
filed their reports nine months ago. 
Under the pretext that issuance of them 
would disclose important military se- 
crets President Roosevelt, suppressed 
them. But President Truman has not by 
any means given out the whole story. 
Portions of it are still suppressed. He 
says they will never be given out. And 
that is the simple truth. They will never 
be given out by this government until 
Congress compels the government to re- 
lease all the information which it is 
hiding from the people and which it 
hopes to hide from history. 


The Roberts Report—which was also 
doctored before being released — 
blamed Admiral Kimmel and General 
Short for the defeat. Now the two Army 
and Navy reports expand the guilt to 
cover General Marshall, Admiral Stark 
and former Secretary of State Hull. 
Marshall and Stark were the Army and 
Navy chiefs in December, 1941. All the 
fop commanders have now been 
blamed, plus various lesser comman- 
ders. But the greatest commander of all 
is left out—the COMMANDER-IN- 


In the 130,000 words of these findings 
and comments the name of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt stands out in almost monu- 
mental conspicuousness by its absence. 
The Army and Navy chiefs, the former 
Secretary of State and Congress have 
been blamed and the President of the 
United States has added to the culprits 
the 130,000,000 people of the United 
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States. The only person not blamed is 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who was run- 
ning the whole show. 


However, in spite of all the suppres- 
sions, the story of Pearl Harbor is 
known. And here I propose to tell it. 
Put in plain terms the tragedy of Pearl 
Harbor was the dark fruit of three in- 
credible blunders. First in importance 
was the manner in which the crisis was 
managed. The second blunder was the 
bottling of the fleet in Pearl Harbor. The 
third was the stripping of the defenses 
of Pearl Harbor. It was Roosevelt who 
personally managed the whole crisis. It 
was Roosevelt who bottled the fleet in 
Pearl Harbor. It was Roosevelt who 
stripped the base of its defenses. First 
then, let us look at the crisis as it de- 
veloped in Washington. Let us see it 
now in the light of the facts which this 
government has hidden and which I will 
now reveal publicly for the first time. 


We shall have to look at two battle- 
fields. One was the Pacific, where Kim- 
mel and Short brooded week after week 
over their deplorable condition, begging 
for more weapons, fighting against the 
inroads made on what they had, and 
living almost completely in the dark as 
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to what was happening in that vast, 
mysterious Pacific world in which they 
fouhd themselves. We shall look upon 
that battlefield later. ... 








Then on October 14, 1941 the Mod- 
erates lost in Japan. The War-mongers 
won. The Konoye ministry fell and Gen- 
eral Tojo became premier. The President 
knew that would happen and he knew 
there could be only one result—a Jap- 
anese attack on the Dutch Indies. But 
fhere was also the possibility — even 
probability — that Japan would attempt 
to deal with England first — would try 
to reduce Singapore and perhaps attack 
us in the Philippines. Roosevelt knew, as 
he steadfastly refused to hasten the ne- 
gotiations, that he was producing a 
situation that could end only with an 
attack by Japan. WHY DID HE WANT 
JAPAN TO ATTACK? 


By skilful maneuvers and impossible 
promises he had brought the country far 
toward war. From benevolent neutrality, 
selling to the Allies for cash, he had 
moved to “Aid-short-of-war”; then to 
the “Aid-at-the-risk-of-war” frame of 
mind. By October the once “Aid-short- 
of-war” group was publishing full-page 
ads demanding an immediate declara- 
tion of war. Senator Pepper, a White 
House spokesman, said the President 
had drawn a line and that when Japan 
moved over it he would start shooting. 
The President was ready for the final 
act—the act of open war. Two influ- 
ences restrained him. 


His generals and admirals told him 
we were not ready. Most important was 
the promise he had made to the Ameri- 
can people—solemnly given and re 
peated —not to send their sons into 
foreign war unless attacked. He did not 
mind volating that pledge. He merely 
feared the political effect of the viola- 
tion. Alsop and Kinner, White House 
columnist pets, had written a short time 
before that “He (Roosevelt) does not feel 
he can openly violate them (his pledges). 
But he can get around them the smart 
way.” They explained this meant get- 
ting the Germans to shoot first. Then he 
could shoot back. But it was now clear 
to him that the Germans were not going 
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to shoot first. But now the Japanese 
were about to do so. IF THEY COULD BE 
PROVOKED TO ATTACK, HIS PROB- 
LEM WOULD BE SOLVED. He would 
then be in the war safely —not only 
against Japan but “all the way.” as he 
triumphantly announced in his speech 
to Congress after the attack. 








In Japan the war makers were in a 
desperate hurry. In the United States, 
Roosevelt, for some reason, became im- 
patient of delay. So much so that he 
actually considered sometime before 
November 14 an invasion of China 
which would have put us at war with 
Japan. He proposed it to the Army and 
Navy staffs. They dissuaded him be- 
cause we were not ready. So he waited 
a little longer — babying the Japanese 
along, but making it plain that they 
would get no agreement save by an 
abject surrender — terms which he knew 
no Japanese government would dare 
accept. He did not have long to wait. 
By November 14 the sands were run- 
ning fast. as Grew had warned. Some- 
thing had happened which put the play 
irrevocably in Roosevelt's hands. This is 
the event or series of events which have 
remained locked up in the keeping of 
the very Inner Circle of the White House. 
When you read of these you will know 
why the White House has concealed the 
truth from the world. ... 


THE BREAKING OF THE JAPANESE 
CODE 


But now a gift from the gods, had 
been put into Roosevelt's hand. THE 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT HAD BROKEN 
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ONE JAPENESE CODE. It proceeded to 
hand over to the State Department the 
messages between Tokio and various 
foreign representatives which it inter- 
cepted. Roosevelt now could know what 
the Japs were saying among themselves. 
November 4, Roosevelt knew the Japs 
would yield no more as he had an inter- 
cepted dispatch from Tokio saying: “In- 
ternational situation makes any further 
compromise in this matter impossible.” 


On November 5 an intercepted Tokio 
dispatch to Washington said: “Signing 
of any U. S.-Japanese agreement must 
be completed by November 25.” And 
the Ambassadors were urged by the 
government to “save Japanese-U. S. re- 
lations from chaos.” November 6 an- 
other intercepted dispatch notified No- 
mura that Kurusu was coming and that 
this was the “Last hope of the negotia- 
tions.” Therefore on November 6, Roose- 
velt knew that the Japanese were play- 
ing their last card; that they would make 
no further concession and he knew also 
the very date they had set for action — 
November 25. 


Kurusu seemed to realize quickly 
enough that he was bucking his head 
against a stone wall. Troubled by the 
onrushing deadline he must have ap- 
pealed to Tokio for more time. Nomura 
also appealed to the Japanese govern- 
ment. He said in an intercepted dispatch 
that he “doubted the wisdom of aggres- 
sive action.” Then on November 22 
came a dispatch intercepted by the 
British saying the deadline had been 
changed to November 29. But it added: 
“This time we mean business. Deadline 
absolutely cannot be changed. After 
that things will automatically begin to 
happen.” 


What was going to happen? All this 
information was in the hands of Hull and 
Roosevelt. NOTHING THAT COULD 
HAPPEN COULD SURPRISE THEM — 
save undoubtedly the point of the first 
assault. 


After being dissuaded from _ the 
Chinese invasion project, and seeing the 
posture of affairs in Japan, the President 
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decided to bring matters to a head. He 
did not know where the Japanese would 
launch their attack. It might be on Singa- 
pore or some Dutch or British island. In 
that case he had committed himself — 
though no one knew it—to join the 
British in the war on Japan. But that 
was not an ideal arrangement. His op- 
ponents could still insist the United 
States was not attacked. He was appre- 
hensive about the political implications. 
He had just won a battle to junk the 
Neutrality Act. But it was a tremendous 
battle and he won by a very narrow ma- 
jority. The enemies of a war declara- 
tion were powerful. What was needed 
was an outright attack on an Ameri- 
can possession. ROOSEVELT DECIDED, 
THEREFORE, TO ISSUE AN ULTIMA- 
TUM TO THE JAPANESE OF SUCH A 
CHARACTER THAT AMERICA COULD 
NOT POSSIBLY BE EXCLUDED FROM 
THE COMING ASSAULT. He had been 
discussing it since mid-November. 


Then on November 26, Secretary Hull 
did issue an ultimatum to the Japanese. 
Now he denies it was an ultimatum. But 
he cannot escape this charge. Nor can - 
the President escape the fact that when 
it was proposed, General Marshall and 
Admiral Stark said: “For God's sake, 
don’t send it. We are not ready.” Here 
is what happened. 


November 25, Knox, Stimson, Hull, 
Marshall and Stark met and went to the 
President's office. Hull showed a plan 
for a three-months’ truce to be given the 
Japanese. Stimson said he thought it 
was so drastic the Japanese would re 
ject it. But apparently the group ap- 
proved: it. Hull said he didn’t know 
whether he would offer it “or kick the 
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whole thing over.” The next day Hull 
handed to the Japanese a very different 
plan — the ten-point plan. 


It demanded that the Japanese (1) get 
out of China, (2) get out of Indo-China 
and (3) repudiate their treaty with the 
Axis. The Japanese righly took this as 
an ULTIMATUM. And Hull too so re- 
garded it then. On that day — Novem- 
ber 26 — Stimson telephoned Hull. Stim- 
son wrote in his diary: “He (Hull) told 


"me he had broken the whole thing off. 


As he put it: ‘I have washed my hands 
of it and it is in the hands of you and 
Knox, the Army and Navy.’” The next 
day he told the British Ambassador the 
same thing. General Marshall and Ad- 
miral Stark prepared a joint memoran- 
dum to the President urging him not to 
send an ultimatum because we were not 
prepared. 


An attempt is made to get rid of this 
fact by saying it did not reach the 
President until the 28th, after he had 
confirmed the ultimatum to the Jap- 
anese Ambassador. The Administration 
sponsors are asking you to believe that 
the President, who was supposed to 
know so much, didn’t know this fact — 
that Marshall and Stark knew it but had 
never told him before. Of course they 
had warned him when he talked about 
an invasion of China around November 
14, They met with him constantly. The 
lack of readiness was widely known. 
Are we supposed to believe that the ir- 
replaceable Commander-in-Chief alone 
was ignorant of this fact? When Hull 
handed that ultimatum to the Japanese 
he and Roosevelt knew it was all over. 
THEY SAT DOWN THEN AND WAITED 
FOR “THINGS TO HAPP: 


What of our two Commanders at Pearl 
Harbor, inadequately prepared, and in 
the dark? It is important to remember 
that Pearl Harbor was 3,500 miles from 
the points at which the Japanese were 
preparing their blow. The reconnais- 
sance of the government on these prepa- 
rations was not in the hands of Short or 
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Kimmel. Other agencies were respohsi- 
ble for that. These agencies reported to 
Washington. Kimmel and Short had to 
depend on Washington entirely for their 
information about the international ne- 
gotiations and the physical preparation 
of the Japanese for an attack. They 
were not getting information. ... 


The President knew without delay the 
Japanese reaction to his ultimatum. On 
November 28 a coded Japanese message 
intercepted by the British said that “ne- 
gotiations are ruptured,” that the United 
States proposals are humiliating but that 
Nomura and Kurusu are not to give the 
impression that negotiations are off. On 
November 30, an intercepted code mes- 
sage from Tokio to the Japanese Ambas- 
sador in Berlin directs him to notify the 
German government that U. S.-Japanese 
relations are ruptured and that war may 
break with a clash. May come quicker 
than anyone dreams with the ANGLO- 
SAXON POWERS. And the following 
day a British intelligence report came 
that the Japanese carriers had left the 
home waters. 


What were Kimmel and Short told 
about all this? Literally nothing. Mar- 
shall was not in Washington. He left on 
the 27th to watch army maneuvers in 
North Carolina. Stimson, acting as Chief 
of Staff, sent Short a brief message. He 
called it a war warning. He said nego- 
tiations with Japan had ended — thus 
adopting the interpretation of Hull’s note 
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as an ultimatum which would be re- 
jected. But he did not say we had given 
Japan an ultimatum. He said an aggres- 
sive move was expected in a few days. 
He warned “the United States desires 
Japan to commit the first overt act.” He 
said: “Prior to hostile action you are di- 
rected to undertake such reconnaisance 
and other measures as you deem neces- 
sary, but these measures should be car- 
ried out so as not to alarm the civil 
population or disclose intent. Report 
measures taken.” The whole message 
was cryptic and inadequate. But this 
was the fault of Stimson, not Mar- 
shall.... 


What was Kimmel doing? It is forgot- 
ten that Kimmel’s fleet was not there to 
protect Pearl Harbor. The Harbor was 
merely as a fuel and supply base for it. 
That fleet had a task assigned to it in 
case of war. The protection of the base 
would be the duty of the army and the 
base naval installations. We do not 
know what the task assigned to Kimmel 
was. But it is certain that had the Jap- 
camese overlooked Pearl Harbor and 
struck at the Philippines or Singapore 
alone, Kimmel and his fleet would have 
been off to sea instantly. Kimmel was 
preparing for the war task assigned to 
him, not merely for the protection of 
Pearl Harbor. We must also bear in 
mind that after November 27, General 
Short never received another message 
giving him any information about the 
international situation. That is difficult 
to believe, but it is true. And, we must 
ask, why was Short told to alert against 
sabotage while MacArthur in the Philip- 
Pines was told to alert all out against 








‘instant attack? 


Roosevelt, the Commander-in-Chief, 
who was now assured of the attack 
which would bring him safely into the 
war, went off to Warm Springs to enjoy 
the Thanksgiving holiday. 
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Pearl Harbor in Washington. The Presi- 
dent had returned from Warm Springs 
because of the crisis. The Japanese 
envoys had held during the week sev- 
eral meaningless sessions with the State 
Department. But the formal answer of the 
Japanese government to the ultimatum 
had not come. But Roosevelt knew what 
it would be. The stage is all set for the 
attack on British or, better still, British 
and American territory in the Pacific. 
The scenery is beautifully arranged. 
The President is widely advertised as 
seeking peace. 


That night at nine o’clock he sends a 
dramatic message to Hirohito appealing 
for peace. He knows this to be as futile 
as the breeze around the White House 
grounds. The Japanese navy is putting 
to sea: Japanese troops are pouring 
southward. The intercepted codes, of 
which the public knows nothing, have 
told the full story. 


Luck now played again, into Roose- 
velt’s hands. Our Army Intelligence 
Service broke the Japanese code and 
learned what they were saying among 
themselves. On that fateful battle eve, 
it got possession of a document of extra- 
ordinary importance. You will recall that 
the next day — Sunday — the Japanese 
asked for an appointment at 1 P. M. with 
Hull. They arrived a little late — when 
the bombs were falling on Hawaii — and 
presented a note breaking off relations 
with us. The incident has been presented 
to us in shockingly false colors. 


We were told how the President was 
in his study on Sunday for a day of rest, 
confident nothing would happen after 

‘his appeal the night before to Hirohito 
not to precipitate war. HE WAS CHAT- 
TING WITH HARRY HOPKINS AND 
FIDDLING WITH THE STAMP COLLEC- 
TION, while Mrs. Roosevelt entertained 
in another quarter one of her innumer- 
able groups of uplifters. Then — all of a 
sudden — out of a clear sky, came news 
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of the attack on Pearl Harbor. It’s a 
goodly picture, but utterly fraudulent. 
That is not the way things happened. 


The preceding night— Saturday — 
the government had got hold of the text 
of that very document which the Jap- 
anese would present the next day. It 
went to Mr. Roosevelt at 10 P. M. Hull, 
Knox and Stimson had it. They knew 
now what was to happen. Hull tele- 
phoned Knox and Stimson to meet him 
next morning for a conference at 10. 


Consider the situation that night. The 
President and his three aged and slow- 
moving cabinet members knew every- 
thing — all save the hour and point of 
attack. Far out in the Pacific the blow 
would fall. What, in the name of simple 
common sense, would men of ordinary 
intelligence do? They knew at that very 
moment the Japanese ships and planes 
and subs and troops, under cover of 
darkness, were moving to their oppoint- 
ed targets. They knew that out in the 
vast Pacific were two commanders, 
wretchedly equipped, depending solely 
on them for information. 


Would you not suppose the very first 
act would be to notify General Marshall 
and Admiral Stark and then, instantly, 
Admiral Kimmel and General Short? 
Would you not think that if Marshall 
and Stark were not in their offices, they 
were to be hunted through the town, 
roused from their slumbers to give them 
this tremendous news? No. The old 
gentlemen called a conference among 
themselves for the next day and went 
home for the slumbers so essential in 
their advanced years. The President 
had the news at 10 P. M. He, too, did 
nothing. Worse than this, a naval aide 
was told not to give Admiral Stark his 
copy of the Japanese note until next 
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morning. Why? I THINK CONGRESS 
OUGHT TO ASK FOR SOME EXPLANA- 
TION OF THIS. 


The next morning — Sunday — Ad- 
miral Stark, because of the tense situa- 
tion, went to his office. There he found 
the now completed copy of the Jap- 
anese note. “My God!” he cried, “This 
means war. I must get word to Kimmel 
at once.” For some reason that word 
did not go at all. Another Japanese code 
message arrived and was decoded. By 
8:20 A. M. the text was in hand. It gave 
the hour at which the envoys were to 
present their note to Secretary Hull. The 
hour was 1 P. M. Washington time. Just 
as it was decoded another message was 
intercepted. It advised the twelve Jap- 
anese consuls in the United States that 
Japan was breaking with this country. 
All were hurried to Knox, Stimson and 
the President. They were in the hands of 
Hull’s conference at 11 A. M. THE 
BOMBS WOULD NOT FALL ON PEARL 
HARBOR FOR ANOTHER TWO AND 
THREE-QUARTERS HOURS. 


Lieut. Com. Kramer gave a memo-. 
randum to Secretary Knox of transcen- 
dent importance. .The memorandum 
pointed out that 1 P. M. Washington 
time was sunrise over Honolulu and 
dark night at Manila. Sunrise would be 
the moment for air attack. As a surprise 
attack was indicated, the hour of pre- 
senting the dispatch indicated an air 
attack on Pearl Harbor. In other words, 
we faced an air attack on Pearl Harbor 
in a little over two hours. 


Can we believe that, thus warned, 
the High Command in Washington, on 
the edge of such a precipice, would not 
with whatever speed science had yet 
devised get this tremendous news and 
its implication to the Commanders in 
Hawaii? Instead the three aging secre 
taries sat down to a conference. 


General Marshall did not get the news 
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until 11:25 A. M. He then sent a warn- 
ing message to General Short. There 
was yet an hour and three-quarters be- 
fore the explosion. The most precious 
hour and three-quarters the War De- 
partment had ever lived through. Time 
to get many of the ships in motion. Time 
to get every available man mobilized. 
Time to get every available plane off 
the ground. General Marshall had a 
scrambler phone which would reach 
Short instantly. He had also the Navy's 
powerful shortwave transmitter. Instead 
of using these he sent the message to 
General Short by commercial radio at 
or near 12:18 P. M. Washington time. 
That would be 6:48 A. H. Honolulu time. 
It reached Honolulu at 7:33 A. M. 


The Japanese planes were at that 
moment winging to their kill. The mes- 
sage was sent through the streets as the 
bombs were falling. Thus delayed it 
reached Army Intelligence office at 11:45 
A. M. to be decoded. It was delivered to 
General Short at 2:58 P. M., hours after 
the great base had been destroyed. 
Why did not General Marshall use the 
government’s short-wave apparatus? 
Why did he not use his scrambler phone 
which would have put this information 
in the hands of General Short from two 
and a half to an hour and a half before 
the attack? His explanation to the 
Roberts Commission was that he was 
afraid it might be intercepted. What dif- 
ference? If intercepted the Japs would 
merely know what they knew already. 
But Short would have known it also. 


THE PLOT TO RUIN THE 
COMMANDERS 


While the American public was still 
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stunned by the news of the Pearl Har- 
bor attack, three ideas were promptly 
fed to the people by the government. 
One was that the damage was slight. 
The second was that Kimmel and Short 
were responsible. The third was that the 
President was taken completely by sur- 
prise. : 


Naval Secretary Knox, after a quick 
visit to Hawaii, returned and told us 
we had lost one battleship, the Arizona, 
three destroyers, a mine layer and an 
old target ship. Some others were 
damaged. But the balance of the fleet, 
he said, including battleships, carriers, 
heavy and light cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines were at sea seeking con- 
tact with the enemy. Newspapers praised 
his “frankness” and the President for 
making good on his promise of “full in- 
formation.” But this statement was a 
carefully phrased falsehood. The Secre- 
tary juggled with the word “lost.” Few 
ships, indeed, were permanently lost 
beyond ultimate salvage. But they were 
lost utterly so far as having any striking 
power against the enemy was con- 
cerned. 


The majestic Pacific Fleet had been 
put out of action as an effective sea 
weapon. We had eight battleships in 
Pearl Harbor. The Arizona was blown 
up. The Nevada, with a hole in her side, 
settled in the mud. The California lay 
on her side.. The West Virginia, tor- 
pedoed six times, rested on the bottom. 
The Pennsylvania and Maryland were 
badly bombed. Three destroyers were 
sunk. A large drydock was destroyed. 
The Utah and the Ogalala were sunk. 
The Army and Navy had had nearly 
5000 casualties. They lost 197 planes.. 
In time nearly all of these vessels were 
reclaimed. A few were out in a month. 
But generally the damage had not been 
repaired until the Japanese had com- 
pleted the conquest of the Philippines, 
Malay and Singapore and much of the 
rich Indies of the British and Dutch and 
stood at the gateway to Australia. Why 
had Knox lied? To deceive the Japanese? 
Hide from them the extent of our losses? 
The Japanese knew them only too well. 
He lied to deceive the American people 
who had been led to believe the Jap- 
cmese would be a pushover and who, 
had they known the full extent of the 
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losses, would have been more clamor- 
ous for the heads of the guilty. 


Not only was it necessary to conceal 
the losses. It was necessary to find a 
scapegoat. Somebody had committed a 
blunder of historic dimensions. Was it 
the commanders? Or was it the High 
Command in Washington? Or was it an 
even more eminent personage? Of 
course there had to be an investigation. 
It was important, therefore, that the in- 
vestigation be controlled. Congress was 
clamoring for a congresional inquiry. 
The Administration blocked that. The 
President and Knox, along with the Com- 
manders were, pending inquiry, equally 
suspect. But the President named Knox 
to do the investigating. 


Meantime the mud began to fly at 
Kimmel and Short. Congressman Din- 
gell, New Deal stalwart, let fly in the 
House. Knowing nothing of the facts, 
he demanded that Kimmel and Short be 
court-martialled. New Deal newspapers 
took up the cry. Stories were told of how 
most of the sailors and marines were 
ashore after a Saturday night drunk, 
how all the officers even, were sleep- 
ing off the fatigue of late Saturday night 
parties, how Short and Kimmel them- 
selves were at late parties and of how 
the two commanders, divided by pro- 
fesional jealousies, seldom spoke to 
each other and conferred but little about 
the defense of the island. 


In five days Knox was back with the 
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inevitable “report.” Of course Knox 
pointed no accusing finger either at him- 
self or the President. He said: “The 
United States services were not on alert 
against the surprise attack. The fact 
calls for a full investigation which will 
be initiated immediately by the Presi- 
dent.” 


An indignant outcry broke out 
against the smeared officers in Con- 
gress. Then came the “investigation.” 
The President named a five-man com- 
mission. Four were officers who could 
be depended on not to blame the War 
and Naval Secretaries or the President. 
But Justice Roberts was a Republican. 
This was a master stroke. What the 
public overlooked was that Roberts had 
been one of the most clamorous among 
those screaming for an open declaration 
of war. He had doffed his robes, taken to 
the platform in his frantic apprehensions 
and demanded that we immediately 
unite with Great Britain in a single na- 
tion. The Pearl Harbor incident had 
given him what he had been yelling for 
— America’s entrance into the war. On 
the war issue he was one of the Presi- 
dent’s most impressive allies. Now he 
had his wish. He could be depended on 
not to cast any stain upon it in its 
infancy. 

His commission went to Pearl Har- 
bor and investigated. But it was spe- 
cifically enjoined from investigating the 
other segments of the story in Washing- 
ton. Certain essential documents were 
deliberately concealed from it. It came 
up with the expected indictment — put- 
ting the blame on Kimmel and Short 
and calling for their court-martial. That 
fixed the black spot on the Commanders. 
They were relieved of their posts. They 
were forbidden to make any statement 
or enter into any discussion of their in- 
nocence. And it was then announced 
there would be no court-martial. The 
black spot was fastened on the two help- 
less victims to stay. The White House 
took over the management of the whole 
affair. Army and Naval officials, when 
asked for statements, said: “The White 
House is doing the talking.” And it did 
none. It wanted to forget the case. It 
said:: “Let’s get on with the war.”... 


ROOSEVELT, A CONFIRMED EGOTIST 


The Commander of all our military 
forces was General George C. Marshall, 
Chief .of Staff. The Commander of the 
Navy was Admiral Harold R. Stark, 
Chief of Naval Operations. Both, of 
course, were subject to the President 
who had by now got into the habit of 
referring to himself as the Commander- 








in-Chief. This was not a mere peccadillo. 
He was already performing directly that 
function, issuing orders to Stark which 
the Secretary of the Navy knew nothing 
of and issuing orders to Marshall with- 
out consulting the Secretary of War. 


His intrusions into the operations of 
the Navy were more frequent because, 
while Roosevelt had, under the influence 
of flatterers who surrounded him, come 
to think of himself as a master of diplom- 
acy, an expert in political economy, an 
adept in political manipulation, a wizard 
in public finance, a profound student of 
foreign affairs and a military strategist 
of large dimensions, he regarded himself 
as little less than a genius in naval or- 
ganization and direction. THIS OB- 
SESSION LED TO THE HABIT OF SE- 
CRECY TO AVOID THE ANNOYANCE 
OF HOSTILE ADVICE UPON PROJECTS 
HE WISHED TO MANAGE. 


Thus in June, when he directed the 
transfer of naval vessels from the Pa- 
cific to the Atlantic, the Secretary of 
the Navy heard about it first from the 
Secretary of War. Later, when Hull was 
asked what had happened to the pro- 
posals submitted by the Japanese Pre- 
mier directly to the President, he said: 
“I am wondering myself.” We have 
seen that the Chief of Naval Operations 
could not find out what our plans for the 
Pacific war were and an American Ad- 
miral first learned of certain plans of our 
government in his theatre from a British 
admiral. We have seen this headstrong 
man, surrounded by subservient and 
obsequious courtiers like Harry Hopkins, 
Henry Wallace, Sam Rosenman and 
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others, playing secretly the devious 
game of diplomacy with the Japs and 
running, often behind the backs of his 
admirals, segments of a rapidly develop- 
ing war in two vast oceans. 


The point upon which all the forces 
we have been examining were converg- 
ing was the small island of Oahu and, 
in particular, its great naval base near 
Honolulu — Pearl Harbor. It was sup- 
posed to be one of the strongest in the 
world. The commander of the military 
establishment in Hawaii was General 
Walter C. Short. The Pacific Fleet was 
based at Pearl Harbor and it was 
under the command of Admiral Hus- 
band E. Kimmel. Responsibility for the 
defense of the island was in the hands 
of General Short. Admiral Kimmel was 
expected to give whatever assistance 
was required from the Navy. But Ad- 
miral Kimmel’s area of operations ex- 
tended over the whole Pacific. Further 
to the West was the Asiatic Fleet based 
in the Philippines and under the com- 
mand of Admiral Thomas C. Hart. 


Here we must note a fact of great im- © 
portance. The Pacific Fleet had always 
been based on our West Coast. Pearl 
Harbor was a supply and repair base in 
event of operations in the mid-Pacific. 
It was Roosevelt who forced the change 
of bringing the Fleet into Pearl Harbor. 
In 1940, Admiral Richardson was made 
Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific Fleet. 
He was one of the Navy’s foremost fig- 
ures. Since his earliest days, after leav- 
ing Annapolis, he had made the study 
of Japanese warfare his life work. He 
was beyond question the Navy's out- 
standing authority upon Pacific naval 
warfare and Japanese strategy. He was 
the logical man for the post. As the war 
clouds darkened over the Pacific he was 
in the spot for which his whole profes- 
sional life had been a training. 


Richardson was ordered to berth the 
Pacific Fleet in Pearl Harbor. This he 
refused to do—an act no one but a 
very distinguished officer could risk. He 
was ordered a second time and again 
refused. It was Richardson’s belief — 
and indeed generally supported by the 
Navy — that the Fleet should never be 
berthed inside Pearl Harbor where it 
would be a mark for attack. This was 
particularly true in such troubled times 
when the airways of the East were hot 
with rumors of approaching conflict. 
What is more Richardson held the be- 
lief that Pearl Harbor was the logical , 
first point of attack for the Japanese High 
Command, wedded as it was to the 
theory of undeclared and surprise war- 
fare. But Richardson was overruled by 
Roosevelt, the amateur admiral. Wheth- 
er Richardson was relieved of his com- 















mand or resigned in protest I do not 
know. Certainly he departed from it. 


At this point, Admiral Husband E. 
Kimmel was placed in command. What 
his views were on the berthing of the 
Fleet in Pearl Harbor I do not know. 
But in time he came to look upon the 
Harbor as extremely vulnerable. He ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the Fleet 
should not be held in Pearl Harbor, that 
it was a mistake to)keep it there for po- 
litical rather than naval reasons and 
that the longer it was kept there for po- 
litical reasons the more difficult it would 
be to withdraw it without creating 
further international political repercus- 
sions. His advice on this was disre- 
garded, as was Richardson’s. He soon 
learned that neither he nor the Navy 
commander was running the United 
States Navy. This was another terrible 
blunder responsible for the tragedy at 
Pearl Harbor. 


In November, 1941, just before the 
battle, the United States had in its Navy 
216 major surface combat ships. The 
Pacific had always been the home of the 
greater portion of these vessels. But as 
the menace grew in Asia where the 
President looked upon war as certain, he 
began transferring war vessels to the 
Atlantic. By June there were 114 major 
surface combat vessels in the Atlantic 
and only 102 in the Pacific. Moreover 
by this time the President had given 
away 50 destroyers to the British and 
these were desperately needed by 
Kimmel as the crisis neared. While some 
of our pulp-paper generals and states- 
men were telling the people that Japan 
was a pushover, the United States, 
Britain and the Dutch combined had in 
the Pacific 152 major combat vessels 
against Japan’s 180—perhaps more. 
The advantage of surprise lay with her 
and the battlefield was thousands of 
miles closer to her shores than to ours. 
I should add that nearly 40 of the ves- 
sels we had were laid up for repairs. 


Much of the trained personnel had 
been taken away for service in the At- 
lantic, leaving the Pacific Fleet manned 
heavily by raw recruits. These required 
constant training. Admiral Kimmel wrote 
to the Navy begging to be kept in- 
formed of the international situation so 
that he could know when to convert from 
training to service routines. 


Despite all this, while the President 
was ordering Kimmel to “keep ships 
Popping up here and there to worry the 
Japanese” and Stark was instructing 
him to make plans for bombing inflam- 
mable targets in Japan, the President in 
May transferred from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic three battleships, six cruisers, 18 
destroyers, six transports with all the 








WORDS OF COMFORT 


OME years ago, the writer was called 
to the home of Mr. Put Sandals, a 
prominent Ohio Statesman, to give com- 
fort in an hour of bereavement. Mr. 
Sandals had lost his only child and was 
heart broken. As I endeavored to bring 
comfort and sympathy, a telegraph mes- 
senger knocked at the door. 


Taking the telegram, Mr. Sandals read 
it, then handed it to me. This is what the 
message said: “Death is but a narrow 
twilight strip between the companion- 
ships of today and the reunions of to- 
morrow.” It was signed by William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan and Mr. Sandals had been 
friends for years. The telegram furnished 
needed strength and courage for the 


ordeal. I have never forgotten the inci- 
dent. —Dr. Sam Swain. 














trained marines on the West Coast. The 
Commanders in the Pacific protested 
without avail. Then in June the Presi- 
dent ordered the transfer of three more 
battleships, four more cruisers, and two 
squadrons of destroyers to the Atlantic. 
The naval defenses of the Pacific were 
being stripped by the President. Stark 
protested in vain. Then Kimmel went di- 
rectly to the President and succeeded 
in dissuading him from this last raid 
upon his Fleet. 


By this time the President's chief ad- 
viser on such matters — where he want- 
ed advice — was Harry Hopkins, whose 
carefully taken policy was always to 
please the President. On one occasion a 
distinguished admiral had to go to Mr. 
Hopkins’ bedroom where Hopkins, re- 
clining in his pajamas, gave him a curt 
“no” to his appeal not to take away any 
further vessels from his area. Next Ad- 
miral King demanded the transfer of 
more ships from the Pacific to his At- 
lantic command. Knox was agreeable. 
It was prevented by Stark’s resistance. 


The islands’ inadequacy in planes 
was deplorable. The Navy was respon- 
sible for long-distance reconnaissance. 
This meant observations 800 miles all 
around from Oahu. To do this properly 
Kimmel would need not less than 180 
patrol planes. Kimmel had only 80 or 90 
long-distance patrol planes. He had a 
couple of squadrons of marine planes. 
He had two carriers—a third was up 


for repairs. 
The Army was much worse off. If the 
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Navy were called away the Army would 
have to take over long-distance recon- 
naissance. It should have had 180 B-17’s 
for long-distance patrol. It had six. It 
had had 12 but was forced to dismantle 
six to keep the other six supplied with 
parts for flying. It should have had at 
least 200 fighter planes. It had a few 
old P-36’s not suitable for combat, ten 
A-20’s good for 600 miles flight (300 
miles out and back) and a bunch of old 
B-18’s which could not be used against 
an enemy without inviting suicide. 


Less then ten days before Pearl Har- 
bor, the Army and Navy proposed to 
ship 50 planes from Hawaii to Wake 
and Midway and a similar movement 
of marines and Army personnel. It 
would have depleted the Army's al- 
ready pitiful fighter strength by 40 per 
cent. General Short continually begged 
for more planes, more men, more de- 
tection equipment. Instead of getting 
reinforcement in the imminent peril of 
war, the two men had to fight continual- 
ly to hold what they had. Kimmel too 
had protested frequently. He advised 
against “backing into war. If we have 
decided on war it would be better to 
take direct defensive action.” 


The stripping of the naval and air- 
plane and military defenses of Hawaii 
— particularly of the naval defenses — 
was another great cause of the disaster 
at Pearl Harbor. And this was done by 
the amateur Commander-in-Chief over 
the advice and protests of his military 
and naval advisers and of Admiral 
Kimmel and General Short. 


Now, if there is a shred of decency 
left in the American people, they will 
demand that Congress open the whole 
ugly business to the light of day.

66 IBLE AGENT IN SPAIN” is the title 

of a book, recently published in 
Canada. It is the story of George Bor- 
row, a magic name in Spanish Miss’on- 
ary circles—a man who distributed Bi- 
bles under the auspices of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society more than one 
hundred years ago. 


The Author, Rev. Walter McCleary, 
sketches the life and work of Borrow in 
a most absorbing manner. He carries 
the reader through heart-throbbing ex- 
periences. Each page is packed with 
human interest which leads on and on, 
until the reader fancies himself going 
with Borrow, “into the wildest parts of 
Spain, scattering the Word upon the 
mountains, amongst the valleys, and 
innermost recesses of the worst and most 
dangerous parts of Spain.” 





Mr. McCleary draws upon an earlier 
book, entitled “The Bible in Spain,” 
which is described as having taken 
England by storm a century ago. Bor- 
row’s life-work is the subject of discus- 
sion. We are told: “It is a fascinating 
account by a remarkable man, of his 
journey through Spain with the Word 
of God.” 


George Borrow is described as a nat- 
ural linguist who at the age of eighteen, 
could read and write twelve languages 
—English, Welsh, Erse, Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, German, Danish, French, Ital- 
ian, Spanish and Portuguese. By de- 
grees, he added to his store of knowl- 
edge, until some fifty tongues were mas- 
tered. 


It hardly seems possible that so much 
could have been packed into one short 
life. Although he visited other parts 
of the world, his greatest achievement 
was the work done in Spain. He saw 
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something of the baleful effects of spir- 
itual darkness in the land and recorded 
his findings without hesitation. 


i WAS in January 1833 that young 

Borrow first visited the British and For- 
eign Bible Society in London. He was 
immediately given the task of translating 
the Bible into the Manchu tongue. With- 
in six months, the Gospel of Matthew . 
was being printed, ready for distribution 
among the Chinese. 


Two years later he sailed from London 
for Portugal and Spain, with 400 copies 
of the Bible. 


Armed only with this precious cargo 
he made his way over barren, rough, 
desolate, bandit-infested territory. Across 
the River Tagus in Portugal, exposed to 
wintry blasts, George Borrow distributed 
Bibles, then turned his face toward Spain. 


“The way to Madrid is beset with 
more perils than harassed Christian in 
his route to the Eternal Kingdom.” wrote 
Borrow to the headquarters of the Society 
in London. “But my mind is made up.” 


He haunted town squares, walked 
through narrow back streets, drank bad 
coffee in disreputable cafes, always lis- 
tening, ready to seize an opportunity te 
turn the conversation toward the Word 
of God. 


Undaunted and alone, he pressed for- 
ward, fired upon by rebel soldiers, con- 
stantly in danger of being waylaid by 
guerillas and bandits who roamed the 
hills, burning and sacking towns, cutting 
the throats of travelers. 


Finally, one day at dawn, having 
passed through many dangerous experi- 
ences, he reached Madrid. Before him 
lay the task of getting permission from 
the Government to circulate more Bibles. 


For hours he sat in antechambers of 
offices, waiting, then more hours arguing 











and countering objections. Then, when 
his battle seemed ‘about won, the .Gov- 
ernment would change, making it neces- 
sary to begin all over again. Finally, 
in the providence of God, a man whose 
acquaintance he had made in a back 
street cafe, assumed a position of power 
and influence. Permission was granted, 
and within twenty-four hours he had 
launched upon his new task. Before ten 
months elapsed, he had printed 5,000 
copies of the New Testament in the lan- 
guage of the people. 


Now he could give himself to distri- 
bution. 


The villages were full of suspicion, 
“This tall, white-haired stranger was an 
emissary of the devil. His little Books 
were dynamite and he was a spy!” 


The land was visited by an epidemic. 
He was stricken. For days he lay in a 
delirium, tossing with fever. Slowly the 
fever began to subside, but his body 
remained weak. One night a servant 
rushed into the room where he lay, 
saying: “Quick, quick, they are not far 
behind. They take us for spies!” 


The bloodshot eyes opened. Sudden 
thundering at the downstairs door shook 
him. The door was splintering. 


It was not until he was out on the 
road that he fully realized how close he 
had come to imprisonment, or possible 
death. Half delirious, he was just able 
to realize that they were making for the 
hills. The noise of the pursuers died 
away. With drooping body and dis- 
traught mind, he pushed forward until 
finally he slipped to the ground, fainting. 
For weeks it was an “eat and mount” ex- 
istence. But in every village and town, 
Testaments were delivered. Hundreds 
of them! 


Finally he reached the windswept vil- 
lage of Cape Finisterre in the northwest 
extremity of Spain. He was tired when 
he entered the inn, and glad to get to 
bed. The feeling of suspicion and sur- 
veillance fell away and he slept. Sud- 
denly he was awakened. He saw a 
swarthy, bearded face — musket ready. 
"Who are you?” came the question. He 
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replied: “An Englishman who wanted to 
see your famous cape and leave.” 


“It is a lie, you are Don Carlos, the 
rebel. You will be shot at dawn!” Bor- 
row expected that night to be his last. 
Those ignorant people ... would they 
never relent! But again God was with 
him. In the night the jailer came, said 
he believed the prisoner was telling the 
truth. His conscience was troubling him. 
He would help the Bible Agent escape. 


Borrow chuckled as the light of the 
graying dawn found him far out in 
the hills, scaling rocks, escaping. He 
thanked God and took courage, for he 
had left a token behind at the inn — the 
first-fruits of a perilous journey, a Testa- 
ment! 


His Testaments distributed, he re- 
turned to Madrid only to find the city 
preparing for a siege. The forces of Don 
Carlos could be seen encamped in the 
hills. One night, as he walked warily 
down the street, his heavy boots making 
echo on the cobbled stone, he paused, 
thinking — and steps behind paused. He 
moved on, and the feet moved on. He 
was being followed! 


He turned, for a knife had pricked his 
flesh. The face of his assailant was 
cruel, lean, crafty. “Why?” he asked 
calmly. “I have no money.” 


“Sell no more of your books. You'll 
get this knife. No more, remember.” 


He held the ruffian with his eyes. The 
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oblique stare began to tell, for the man’s 
eyes shifted, glanced over his shoulder, 


uneasy. 


“Go home and say your prayers; tell 
your employers I pity you and them,” 
said Borrow. His assailant turned with 
an oath and fled. 


Now he was under constant surveil- 
lance, every move noted, subjected to 
@ campaign of abuse and harassment.

was long and narrow, the walls a 

mud clay, baked hard, almost like stone. 

The floor was of the same substance, 

cold, uneven, for it had been trodden by 
many feet. 


The wind blew fitfully through the 
little window. He glanced up: the win- 
dow lent reality to these surroundings, 
for it had five bars. He was in jail. 
Twenty-four hours had passed siace be- 
ing arrested outside the British Embassy. 


In the days that followed, he had 
leisure time to make friends with many 
prisoners. They came to like this white- 
haired Bible man and enjoy his com- 
pany. They listened as he told them of 

sthe power of Christ ... and as he read 
to them from his little Book. 


“It has pleased God to confer on me 
the highest of mortal honors, the privi- 
lege of bearing chains for His sake.” 
Thus he wrote the Society at London. 
When the time came for his release, fol- 
lowing the echoing letters from the Brit- 
ish Government and the plaintive an- 
swers from official Spain, he was loath 
to go. God had used him within the 
mud walls of a common jail. 


On April 3rd, 1840 the “Royal Ade- 
laide” left the shores of Spain. George 
Borrow, with his Arabian horse and serv- 
ant, was on board. The panorama of six 
turbulent, happy years played with his 
fancy. He had sown Gospel seed. He 
had made history for the Bible Society. 
Five thousand copies of the New Testa- 
meni, 500 copies of the complete Bible, 
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and hundreds of Gospels of Luke. There 
was power in the Word. 


_ He paced the deck. His fellow-passen- 
gers respected his preoccupation. His 
grim, determined mouth, the deep lines 
of his forehead, the wiry frame, com- 
manded respect. They moved aside to 
let him pass, for he was a resolute pil- 
grim on the march — one mile-stone left 
behind, eager for the next.

The book-markets of the 
world are flooded with “trash” purport- 
ing to deal with mental problems...

The cures are 
often worse than the diseases. 


Fortunately, Dr. Mulder is both a 
scholar and a Christian. He is Superin- 
tendent and Medical Director of one large 
psychopathic hospital, and Chairman of 
the Neuro-Psychiatry division of the 
Staff of another. He has personally ex- 
amined and studied more than 1,800 
patients. Thirty-five case-histories are 
presented in this book to illustrate vari- 
ous types of mental disorders. His 
words are well chosen and his style con- 
ducive to understanding. 


Dr. Johannes Broene, of Calvin Col- 
lege, who wrote the Introduction, con- 
siders the work one of outstanding 
merit: “This book is intended for stu- 
dents, nurses, and the clergy. I wish to 
commend it especially to the latter.

R. SMITH, Pastor, theologian, instruc- 
tor in a Bible institute, and editor of 
“Peloubet’s Select Notes on the Inter- 
national Sunday School Lessons,” has 
produced another great theological tome. 


Observing the tendency on the part 
of educators to discount the supernatural 
and substitute deadening rationalism ... 
by means of which the faith of young 
people is undermined and destroyed, he 
defends and expounds revealed truth 
in a way to meet the crisis thus precip- 
itated. Youth of high school and college 
age will find this to be a valuable apol- 
ogetic. 


Dr. Smith says: “The reason so many 
young men today are not embracing the 
Christian faith, have no fellowship with 
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God, and know nothing of redemption in 
Jesus Christ, is not because they are so 
well informed about the facts of the 
Christian faith, and find them impossible 
of acceptance, but because they are so 
ill-informed. Thousands have rarely, 
or perhaps never in all their life, once 
heard clearly proclaimed the gospel of 
Christ as it is revealed in the New 
Testament.”

R. GRAEBNER is a finished scholar, 
prolific writer and a true Bible- 
believing Christian. Denominationally, 
he is of Lutheran persuasion (Missouri 
Synod). He has held the chair of Phil- 
osophy in Concordia Theological Semi- 
nary since 1913. 


This tome is correctly publicized as 
“A Critical Examination of Atheism, 
Materialism and Evolutionism.” We have 
before us the newly revised and enlarged 
edition. 

The treatise belongs, strictly speak- 
ing, in the category of theological science 





- but the treatment accorded the 
subjects is such as to also catalogue it 
as a useful work on theology. 


Dr. Graebner says: “The author is not 
at all essaying # new contribution to the 
‘warfare of theology against science.’ In 
its most modern attitude he upholds and 
applauds science. Logical thinking and 
strict adherence to facts, as distinguished 
from mental constructions have been re- 
lied upon to prove his thesis. It was not 
necessary to draw upon the armory of 
sarcasm. The sneer, the disdainful gibe, 
is today not so much characteristic of the 
Christian philosopher’s discussion of 
atheism and its allies, as it is of atheistic 
and agnostic propaganda in its references 
to theology.” 


We are told that “official science” has 
often manifested narrow-minded dogma- 
tism by rejecting new scientific knowl- 
edge. It took forty years for it to recog- 
nize Harvey’s theory of the circulation 
of the blood. In 1827 “science” declared 
it folly to suppose water could be carried 
to upper floors of houses through pipes. 
In the year 1800, the idea of stones fall- 
ing from the sky was ridiculed. Daguerre 
was declared insane because of his ex- 
periments which led to photography.

Let us take 
the place of free thinkers and real skep- 
tics. Too many people reserve their skep- 
ticism for the sphere in which religion 
is the teacher, while in the presence of 
scientific research they are as innocent 
and simple as infants, in their recep- 
tivity. Scientists are heard saying: ‘But 
we haven’t got any assured conclusions 
now.’ Time, space, matter, ether, elec- 
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tricity, organism, configuration, strue- 
ture, pattern, function — all require re- 
interpretation. Theory succeeds theory 
so rapidly that one scientist said, ‘any- 
thing printed is ipso facto, out of date’ 
As for the mechanistic teachings of psy- 
chologists and the fatuous adherence of 
biologists to the theory of an evolu- 
tionary development, we can accept its 
reasonableness as little today as ten years 
ago.”

OLDEN TEXT: “Be ye kind one 

to another, tenderhearted, for- 
giving one another, even as God 
for Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you.” Ephesians 4:32. 


1. THE BULWARK OF AMERICA. 
Henry Grady, Georgia statesman, used 
to tell of the thrill that came to him the 
first time he visited Washington, D. C. 
He had looked forward with great ex- 
pectancy to seeing the Capitol building, 
which stands like a towering giant, at 
the end of Pennsylvania Avenue. With 
tears streaming down his cheeks, he 
cried: “So this is the HOME of the Na- 
tion! So this is the HOME of the Na- 
tion!” 


But some time later, after returning to 
his native Georgia, Grady had occa- 
sion to spend the night in a humble 
planter’s cottage, on a cotton plantation. 
Before retiring, the father called his 
family together, and in the flickering 
light of a tallow candle, read a portion 
of Scripture and knelt, with the little 
group, for evening prayers. 


Stirred again, the statesman said: “I 
was mistaken about the home of the 
Nation being in Washington. That pile 
of marble, magnificent as it is, is NOT 
the home of the Nation. The home of 
the Nation is found in the dug-out, the 
planter’s home, the cabin, the cottage 





and everywhere where they teach chil- 
dren to honor the Word of God.” 


No nation can be stronger than its 
homes. The bulwark of western civil- 
ization is the American home. Disre- 
spect for parental authority . dis- 
regard for home-life . .. are nude of 
destruction, which can only produce a 
harvest of tares. Good homes mean 
stable standards of morality. Demo- 
cratic government is dependent upon 
national character for its security. 


2. THE TEACHINGS OF MOSES. 
Just before the Israelites entered Ca- 
naan, their leader gave a series of dis- 
courses — recounting experiences of 40 
years desert wandering, repeating and 
explaining the Ten Commandments, 
confirming the Law as a whole, prophe- 
sying concerning things to come, bless- 
ing each tribe and outlining the Nation’s 
future. After four decades of nomadic 
life, the time had come to establish per- 
manent homes. Moses showed primary 
concern over the welfare of the children. 


The boys and girls of today are the 
men and women of tomorrow. Psychol- 
ogists regard the mind of a child as be- 
ing like a blank sheet of paper — upon 
which experience writes from day to 
day. It is therefore important that early 
training include the presentation of 
Scriptural truth regarding the problems 
of life, here and hereafter. The Liberal 
idea that children should not be taught 
religion, lest their minds become biased 
by some particular creed is a sinister 
form of atheism. To deny a child the 
right of Christian knowledge, is the 
equivalent to building a house upon q 
weak foundation. 


Educators find that eight points of 
pedagogy are enumerated by the teach- 


ings of Moses in the Lesson for this 
week: 


(a) Believe what you teach. “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy might.” This deals with the 
deepest of all motives and demands sin- 
cerity of purpose. 


(b) Know what you teach. “These 
words shall be in thine heart.” If the 
principles of Christian truth are not em- 
bedded deep in the heart, it is impos- 
sible to properly exemplify or present 
them to others. 


(c) Teach carefully. “Thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children.” To 
mould a young life along righteous lines — 
requires tact, piety, patience, prudence 
and persistency. 


(d) Teach orally. “Talk of them when 
thou sittest in thine house.” Religion is 
for the home. The Christian regards 
Christ as the Unseen Guest in the home, 
the Silent Listener to every conversa- 
tion. 


() Teach by example. “And when 
thou walkest by the way.” Christianity 
is a seven-day-a-week job. Talking is 
not enough! Our DAILY WALK counts 
most. Possession transcends profession. 


(g) Teach constantly. “When thou 
liest down and when thou risest up.” 
Start the day with devotion and bring 
it to a close in the spirit of worship. 
Dr. Luther once said: “Tf I fail to spend 
time with God in the morning, the devil 
gets the victory through the day.” 


(h) Teach with objects. “Bind them 
for a sign upon thine hand.” Just as a 
string on the finger helps one remember 
an errand, so the Christian should make 
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use of every available help in remem- 
bering the things of God. 


(i) Teach visually, “Write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on thy 
gates.” This does not imply super- 
stition or the use of good luck charms 
. . « but means rather, that instruction 
should be communicated through the 
eye-gate as well as the ear-gate. No 
opportunity to communicate spiritual 
truth to either old or young is to be 
overlooked or counted unimportant. 


3. WORTHWHILE ADMONITION. 
Roger Babson says: 


“The American people must bring 
back the spiritual forces of the home. A 
father and mother of character, living 
together with their children, do defi- 
nitely more in making a strong nation 
than presidents, governors, legislators, 
educators, or even clergymen.” 


George D. Beckwith says: “The Amer- 
ican home is the greatest single force 
in the development of our civilization. 
As goes the home, so goes the nation. 
Every child should have a home so rich 
in the things of the mind and the heart 
that he will take with him into adult life 
the memories of a joyous, well adjust 
childhood.” '

MAKING CHRISTIAN HOMES 
Luke 10:38-42, I Cor. 13:4-13. 


























OLDEN TEXT: “Charity suffer- 
eth long, and is kind.” I Cor- 
inthians 13:4. 

1. CHRIST’S PRESENCE IN) THE 
HOME. Of all the homes in Jerusalem 
and vicinity, none offered the inviting 
comfort, tranquility and spiritual atmos- 
phere that Jesus found at Bethany... 
in the home of Martha, Mary and Laz- 
arus. Martha, being the oldest and a 


’ widow, was like a mother to the other 


two members of the family. She owned 
the property. It: was “her house.” 

“Bethany was nigh Jerusalem, about 
fifteen furlongs” —or a little less than 
two miles east of Mount Olivet. 
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While Martha was busy with house- 
hold cares, Mary “sat at Jesus’ feet, 
and heard his word.” From the custom 
of occupying a seat beneath an in- 
structor, the term “sitting at one’s feet” 
came to mean being a disciple. She 
heard, or rather “kept listening,” to His 
words. The sight of Mary thus quietly 
occupied, when there was so much work 
to be done, caused Martha to feel “cum- 
bered” or distracted. 


“Martha, Martha, thou art careful and 
troubled about many things.” Thus our 
Lord explained that Mary had “chosen 
the good part” — not a choice between 
GOOD AND BAD, but Mary had chosen 
the better of the good. Both had found 
good ways for serving the Master, but 
Mary’s way was best. Why was this 
true? Note what follows: 


“Mary hath chosen that good part, 
which shall not be taken away from 
her.” Martha was devoting herself to 
the performance of material tasks, and 
the service thus rendered would die 
with her. Mary’s never! being spiritual 
and eternal. Both were true-hearted dis- 
ciples but one was absorbed in the 
higher, the other in the lower of the two 
ways of honoring their common Lord. 
The Son of God deserves pre-eminence 
in our lives. 


Mary represents the CONTEMPLA- 
TIVE, Martha the ACTIVE, style of the 
Christian character. Both are needed 
types of servants in Christ’s Church on 
earth. The one complements the other. 


The eleventh chapter of John’s Gospel 
records how Christ later performed a 
miracle in this household by restoring 
Lazarus to life. Christ in the home, 
means blessing to the home. Happy, 
indeed, is the home in which the Lord 
is a constant and honored Guest. 
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2. LOVE THE BASIS OF HAPPINESS. 
Divine love is the image of God, in the 
human soul — for God is love. Love is 
the creative, cohesive quality of life. 
It is to the members of a family, what 
mortar is to the stones of a structure. 
The Apostle Paul lists seven positives, 
things that love CAN DO. He also lists 
seven negatives, things that love CAN- 
NOT DO. 


(a) “Love envieth not.” The Greek 
word for “envieth” also means “jeal- 
ousy.” No dark lines of jealousy can 
exist in the white light of love. 


(b)-“Love vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up.” Love does not desire to be 
noticed or applauded, and does not set 
itself forward. If one member of the 
family is in some way favored, the rest 
rejoice. Love is never inflated by a 
sense of its own importance. Paul also 
aimed this phrase as an indirect rebuke 
to certain members of the Corinth 
Church who were victims of religious 
egotism. There is no place for an “I 
am better than thou” attitude among be- 
lievers. 


(c) “Doth not behave itself unseemly.” 
True Christians are polished, not given 
to rudeness. Christian culture is the 
highest of all cultures. 

(d) “Seeketh not her own.” In fam- 
ilies where love predominates, there is 
no quarrelling over who shall receive 
the largest helpings at the table—or a 
thousand and one other petty irritants. 

(e) “Is not easily provoked.” There 
is no chip on the shoulder. 

() “Thinketh no evil.” Far from in- 


flicting evil upon another, love makes 
allowances for evil inflicted upon her. 
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(g) “Rejoiceth not in iniquity.” Love 
never gloats over the sufferings of others 
. . never says “It’s good enough for 


you. 








These are negatives. Now let us 
consider seven positives: 


(a) “Love suffereth long.” Even malice 
and wickedness are endured without a 
murmur. 


(b) “And is kind.” Tender, compas- 
sionate, mild, gentle, causing no anxiety 
for others. 


(c) “Rejoiceth in the truth.” The Gos- 
pel of the Lord Jesus Christ is “the truth.” 
Persons motivated by love, rejoice in its 
promotion. 


(d) “Beareth all things.” It endures 
without divulging to the world any indi- 
cation of personal distress. The chari- 
table man contains himself in silence 
from giving vent to what selfishness 
would prompt under personal strain. 


(e) “Believeth all things.” Believes all 
that is not palpably false. Accepts ev- 
erything that can be assumed with clear 
conscience, giving neighbors and other 
members of the family the benefit of 
every doubt. 


(f) “Hopeth all things.” When love 
can no longer believe another, it comes 
forward with hopes for the best. 

(g) “Endureth all things.” Transcends 
trials, troubles, persecutions and adver- 
sities. 

Love, therefore, is essential as the 
guiding principle of triumphant domes- 








tic life. It is the keystone in the arch 
that supports every truly happy home.

INFLUENCE OF CHRISTIAN 
HOMES 


II Timothy 1:1-6, 3:14-15, 
Titus 2:1-4, 11-12. | 























OLDEN TEXT: “As for me and 
my house, we will serve the 
Lord.” Joshua 24:15. 


1. HOME A TYPE OF HEAVEN. The 
first institution known to mankind was 
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home. It was established on a beauti- 
ful estate—called Eden. Into these 
placid surroundings came the tempter, 
then sin, sorrow, and suffering. Home 
can be made a paradise .. . or it can be 
made a hell. At its highest, it becomes 
a type of heaven. At its lowest, it be- 
comes a perdition. 


Men and women have separate re- 
sponsibilities. The husband is the bread 
earner, the woman the bread maker. 
He builds the house, she makes the 
home. He provides the discipline, she 
furnishes the inspiration. He | protects, 
she nourishes. At no other task is fi- 
delity and cooperation so utterly in- 
dispensable. Mothers-in-law, and other 
relatives can help . .. or they can hin- 
der. To the mother is entrusted the 
major responsibility for guiding and 
shaping the lives of the children. 


Roman Catholic leaders declare: 


“Give us the child until he is seven, 
then you can have him” — inferring that 
he will never depart from the early train- 
ing received. Solomon said: “Train up 
a child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old, he will not depart from 
it.” Fortunate is the home whose head 
puts into practice the firm resolve: “As 
for me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord.” 


From birth, the babe is a bit of plastic 
clay upon whom the hands of environ- 
ment work unceasingly. No one lives 
to himself. Upon every human soul are 
the marks of many sculptors. Parents, 
grandparents, brothers, sisters, teach- 
ers, friends and enemies ... all con- 
tribute their bit. Writers of literature, 
good and bad, also share in forming 
the soul for eternity. 


Since we are creatures of thought, it 
behooves members of Christian families 
to THINK THE THOUGHTS OF GOD, 
through prayer, devotion and the study 
of His Word. Noble impulses will be 
thereby instilled into the minds and 
hearts of children . . . while decisions 
affecting domestic life will be regulated 
according to the highest principles of 
personal character. 


2,.A MODEL NEW TESTAMENT 
HOME. Timothy was Paul's faithful 
friend. Facing death at Rome, he wrote: 
“Unto Timothy, my own son in the 
faith.” Neither of the men could ever 
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forget the day when stones, hurled by 
evil hands, had laid Paul low, outside 
the walls of Lystra. Among those who 
stood weeping near the inert body, was 


young Timothy. Sadness turned to joy, 


as the supposedly dead victim of Jew- 
ish opposition stood to his feet and ac- 
companied the group back into the city. 
Thereupon, the youthful Christian be- 
came a companion evangelist with the 
veteran crusader. 


Timothy was made of the right kind 
of stuff! Dr. Newton Riddell proves in 
his book, “Heredity and Pre-natal Cul- 
ture,” that a person’s training begins at 
least fifty years before birth. In Paul's 
last testament and death-song, he at- 
tributes Timothy's fortitude, in large 
measure, to righteous home and heredi- 
tary influences. “When I call to re- 
membrance the unfeigned faith that is 
in thee, which dwelt first in thy grand- 
mother Lois, and they mother Eunice; 
and I am persuaded that in thee a 


Little mention is made of the despica- 
ble, hypocritical Demas in Paul's let- 
ters .. 
indicate a wide contrast between the 
two helpers. Demas, like certain twenti- 
eth century Judases who are these days 
posing as honest Fundamental Christian 
leaders while secretly working with the 
Communist persecutors, brought re- 
proach upon Christ’s cause by turning 
against Paul in the midst of a great 
crisis. Perhaps, had Demas enjoyed 
the same home advantages as Timothy, 
his career would have been different. 


3, SOUND DOCTRINE AND SOUND 
LIVING, Discussing the evil influence 
of Judaizers upon the Christians at Crete, 
Paul demonstrated in his letter to Titus 
that sound doctrine was a prerequisite 
to sound living. “Speak thou the things 
which become sound doctrine,” he said 
... and this will help aged men to be 
“sober, grave, temperate, sound in faith, 
in charity, in patience.” 


The letter continues: “The aged wom- 
en likewise, that they be in behavior 
as becometh holiness, not false accus- 
ers, not given to much wine, teachers 
of good things; That they may teach the 
young women to be sober, to love their 
husbands, to love their children, To be 
discreet, chaste, keepers at home.” This 
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admonition shows that grandmothers, 
too, like Lois, have a place, and duty, 
in the home. St. Jerome asks: “How 
can an elderly woman teach young 
women chastity, when, if the young 
women should imitate the drunkenness 
of the matron, it would be impossible 
for her to be chaste?” 


The home is regarded in the New 
Testament as a place of shelter for 
young and old — for men, women and 
children . . . a divinely ordained in- 
stitution, “an heritage from the Lord.”

FELLOWSHIP IN 
THE CHURCH 
Romans 12:3-18. 


























OLDEN TEXT: “Be kindly af- 

fectioned one to another ... in 
honor preferring one another.” Ro- 
mans 12:10. 


1. UNCONFORMED AND TRANS- 
FORMED. Comparisons are odious, but 
it should be remarked that many the- 
ologians regard Paul's letter to the Ro- 
mans as being the most profound piece 
of writing in, existence. In the first 
eleven chapters, he built up a great 
theology which has for centuries re- 
sisted the blunders of its friends ... and 
the attacks of its enemies. 


Beginning with the twelfth chapter, 
which may well be considered an 
abridged Sermon on the Mount, he binds 
preaching to practice with the words: 
"Il beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God, which is your reason- 
able service.” Doctrinal teaching is fol- 
lowed by a series of exhortations to 
practical duty: 


“Christian living is inseparably con- 
nected with Christian believing.” says 
Dr. Maclaren. “Lay broad and deep the 
foundation of God’s facts revealed to us, 
and then build upon that the fabric of 
a noble life.” 


“Be not conformed to this world.” This 
world is under the domination of Satan. 
Do not be drawn into its whirlpool. 
There is more within your reach—some- 
thing far better and of greater import- 
ance than the lust of the world, lust of 
the eye, and the pride of life. Soar 
above the quagmires of materialism. 
“Be ye transformed.” 


“By the renewing of your mind.” Not 
a mere outward disconformity to the 
ungodly world, but by such an inward 


spiritual transformation as makes the 
whole life new — new in its motives and 
objectives, even where the actions may 
seem to differ in nothing from those of 
the world. So completely new, as to 
be an experience wholly unattainable 
save through the grace, love and merit 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


The meaning of “transform” is to 
change the heart and mind in substance 
... to reverse the entire trend of thought 
and inward motivation. Thus the con- 
vert comes to love the things he once 
hated, and hate the things he once 
loved. 


2. THE BODY OF CHRIST. This trans- 
formation grafts the convert into the 
spiritual body of Christ ... even as a 
twig grafted into a tree, shares the life 
of the tree. Christ is the Vine, and the 
disciple becomes a branch. 


“For as we have many members in 


. Defender . . . 45 











one body, so we, being many, are one 
body in Christ.” Hands, feet, eyes, ears 
—every member of a physical body 
draws its life from the same source. In 
like manner, every twice-born, in- 
Christed mortal draws his life from the 
same Eternal Source. As the life of 
your physical body is active in every 
cell, so also the un-created, eternal life 
of Christ animates every regenerate 
soul. The true Christian is a cell in the 
mystical body of Christ. 


“For we are laborers together with 
God.” George Eliot makes Antonio 
Stradivarius say: 


When any master holds ’twixt chin and hand 
A violin of mine, 

He will be glad thal Stradivari lived, 
Made violins, and made them of the best. 
For while God gives them skill 

I give them instruments to play upon, 

God choosing me His helper. 

Should my hand slack I should rob God, 
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Since He is fullest good, 
And leave a blank, instead of violins. 
He could not make Antonio Stradivari’s 


vielins 
Without Antonic. 


3. FUNCTIONS OF THE MEMBERS. 
“Whether prophecy.” Anyone speak- 
ing with authority, whether with refer- 
ence to past, present or future is termed 
a prophet in Scriptural parlance. “Or 
ministering.” The word used here im- 
ports any kind of service, from dispens- 
ing the Word of life, to administering in 
the temporal affairs of the Church. 


“Or he that teacheth.” Teachers are 
expressly distinguished from prophets, 
and put after them, as exercising a low- 
er function. “Or he that exhorteth.” It 
was an Apostolic éustom for all preach- 
ing, whether by prophets, or teachers, 
to be followed up by exhortations. “He 
that giveth.” Financial support of the 
Church is placed in the same category 
as preaching. 

“With diligence.” Everything is to be 
done with an earnest purpose. There 
is no place for “half-way business” in 
executing Christ’s program in the world. 

“Kbhor evil: cleave to good.” A lofty 


tone of moral principle! It does not 
say: Abstain from the one, and do the 











other: nor, Turn away from the one, and 
draw to the other ... but ABHOR the 
one, and CLING tenaciously to the other. 


“Be kindly affectioned” toward other 
members of the body of Christ. “Not 
slothful in business, Rejoicing in hope, 
Patient in tribulation, Instant in prayer, 
Distributing to the saints, Given to 
hospitality.” WHAT A WONDERFUL 
CODE! How different from the old 
Talmudic code of Judaism!

GOLDEN TEXT: ‘Praise ye the 
Lord. I will praise the Lord 
with my whole heart, in the assem- 
bly of the upright, and in the con- 
gregation.”

I. WORSHIP IS NATURAL. Man’s 
deepest nature calls for God. Humans 
are essentially worshipful beings. No 
matter where one finds them, they are 
praying! Even in heathen lands, denied 
the spiritual light that comes from con- 











gation whatsoever. 
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tact with Christianity, they give ex- 
pression to the worshipful instinct and 
prostrate themselves before the idol or 
the animal. When Christ revealed God 
to man, “and we beheld the glory as 
of the only begotten of the Father,” 
worship on this earth was lifted to its 
highest level. 


It must have been a wonderful “wor- 
ship service” Isaiah attended that day, 
chronologically, “the year King Uzziah 
died.” The date may refer to either 
Uzziah’s literal death, or civil death, 
when he ceased, as a leper, to exercise 
his functions as King. The event marked 
Isaiah’‘s inauguration to a higher de- 
gree of the prophetic office. For him, it 
was a great day. 


Describing his vision, he says: “I 
saw also the Lord sitting upon a throne.” 
At first glance, this statement may ap- 
pear paradoxical, for in John 1:18 we 
read: “No man hath seen God at any 
time; the only begotten Son, which is in 
the bosom of the Father, he hath de- 
clared him.” 


Isaiah actually saw the Lord Jesus. 


Christ, in his pre-existent state. The word 
“Jehovah” in the Old Testament means 
the Son of God, Whom the Christian 
knows as Saviour, in the New Testa- 
ment. Seraphim, “burning beings,” are 
described as in attendance. There was 
beautiful music, for the prophet dis- 
tinctly recalled hearing the words: 
“Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of hosts: 
The whole earth is full of his glory.” 


But Isaiah could not sing. He was un- 
able to catch up the refrain. He, like 
many today who attend Church serv- 
ice in a formal way, just to soothe the 
conscience, cried: “Woe is me! for I am 
undone; because I am a man of unclean 
lips, and I dwell in the midst of a peo- 
ple of unclean lips.” 


Suddenly the scene changed. A 
Seraph flew in the direction of the 
prophet, “having a live coal in his 
hand, which he had taken from off the 
altar.” Isaiah said: “And he laid it upon 
my mouth.” 


Fire is a symbol of purification be- 
cause it takes the dross out of metals. 
The mouth was touched, being the part 
of the body to be used by the prophet 
when inaugurated. The “tongues of fire” 
of Isaiah 6:1-8 typified the Pentecostal 
experience which occurred centuries 
later, when the disciples spoke with 
tongues, according to the record of 
Acts 2:3-4, 


After this experience with the burning 
coal . . . including the removal of dross 
from his lips, THE PROPHET COULD 
REALLY SING. True worship, then, is 
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predicated upon the removal of impuri- 
ties from the heart, the mind, and the 
lips. 

ll. NEW TESTAMENT WORSHIP. The 
second part of this Lesson takes us into 
Paul's letter to the Ephesians. To prop- 
erly engage in the art of worship, one 
needs to “walk circumspectly” seven 
days a week —not just a few minutes 
on Sundays, during Church services. 
Piety is meant to be perpetual. 


“Redeeming the time,” by keeping 
the mind constantly centered in God. 
Only fools “kill time,” for time is life. 
Use it to glorify God who loans it to us 
... for upon its use one’s eternal destiny 
depends. Therefore “buy it up, because 
the days are evil” with temptation and 
trouble. “Not unwise, but understanding 


' what the will of the Lord is.” 


Paul condemns the alcoholic narcotic. 
“Be not drunk with wine; but be filled 
with the Spirit.” Liquor causes one to 
lose normal use of his mental and emo- 
tional faculties. Worship sanctifies and 
spiritualizes these faculties. 


Instead of participation in orgies of 
drunkeness by which the “god of this, 
world” is worshipped, Christians wor- 
ship with “psalms and hymns and spir- 
itual songs, singing and making melody 
in your heart to the Lord.” Love and 
praise seek joyous expression. True wor- 
ship demands singing. “With the spirit 
and understanding.” 


“Giving thanks always for all things 
unto God the Father in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Thanksgiving is as 
much a part of worship, as is praise. 
Both are to be in the name cf the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the only Way of approach 
to God in this, the age of Grace.
